DiscHARGE OF CARGOES 1N Buack SeEA Ports. 


The Board of Trade are informed that, under the Customs 
Regulations recenily promulgated in Russia, considerable delay 
is experienced in discharging cargo from vessels arriving at 
Odessa, Batoum, aud other Black Sea ports. Much of this delay 
is under the existing system unavoidable; but it might be 
lessened if ships’ manifests were transmitted to the port of destina- 
tion by post in time to be examined and translated before the 
ships themselves arrive. 

It is further suggested by Her Britannic Majesty’s Vice-Consul 
at Batoum, that the introduction of flat-bottomed barges of from 
200 to 300 tons, provided with cranes, would greatly facilitate the 
discharge of cargo at that port, where only small lighters and 4 
manual Jabour are at present available.

Tut Harzour or Crvita Veccnta, 


The follewing notice relating to the Harbour of Civita Vecchia 
has been issued by the Harbour Department of the Board of 
Trade : 

“The Board of Trade have received through the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty’s 
Consul at Rome, in which he reports that vessels drawing more 
than 21 or 22 feet of water are unable to enter the Harbour of 
Civita Vecchia, those of greater draught being obliged to discharge 
their cargoes outside are exposed to considerable risk, as such 
discharge of cargo has to be suspended during unfavourable 
weather. The Consul also states that vessels are in some cases 
unable to enter the harbour for want of accommodation.”

A telegram, dated the 9th November last, has been received 
stating that the ports of Belize (British Honduras) are declared 
to be infected with yellow fever, and ports of Gulf of Honduras 
are suspected from the 1st of October Jast. 

A telegram, dated the 20th November last, has been received, 
stating :—“ Port of Rosario declared to be infected with cholera 
“from November 1s st, and all River Plate ports suspected.” 

A telegram, dated 24th November last, has been received from 
Her Majesty’ s Representative at Lisbon, stating that Rio de 
Janeiro is declared to be infected with cholera from October 24th, 
and that the other ports of the province are suspected. 


SPAIN. 


A telegram has been received from Her Majesty's Represen- 
tative at Madrid, stating that, “Ten days quarantine at a 
“ lazaretto are imposed on arrivals from ports in the Gulfs of 
« Trieste and Venice, and from the provinces of Ferrara, Naples, 
“ Cagliari, Genoa, Spezzia, Brindisi, and Lecce. Arrivals from 
“ ports in the Adriatic not included above. Three days’ 
“© observation at port of arrival.” 


A despatch has been received from Her Majesty's Represen- 
tative at Rome, stating that, in consequence of the complete 
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cessation of cholera in the city of Cagliari, the Ordinance of 
Maritime Health have decreed that from 17th November last the 
quarantine imposed on arrivals from Sardinia at the small adjacent 
islands, with the exception of Asinara, will cease, and for it, will 
be substituted the sanitary treatment now existing in all the 
remainder of the kingdom, and this treatment will be extended to 
the ships bound for those smal] islands which are now undergoing 
observation. 


AustTriA-HuNGARY. 


A despatch has been received from the Austrian Ambassador 
in London, stating that the measures of precaution taken to pre- 
vent the introduction of cholera in Austria-Hungary from Italy 
have been abolished. 

A copy of the cireular published by the Maritime Authority of 
Trieste was also enclosed, stating that the reserve of observation 
established in Dalmatia has been reduced to three days against 
arrivals from Fiume, and to-five days against those from ‘Trieste, 
the Austro-Illyrian coast, and the Croatian coast, maintaining 
at the same time certain measures of disinfection for persons on 
board vessels and their effects. 

A despatch has been received from Her Majesty’s Representative 
at Vienna, stating that the Imperial Ministry of Commerce has 
withdrawn the medical examination and disinfection of effects on 
Hungaro-Croatian arrivals in Austro-Illyrian ports ; in Dalmatia 
the period of observation for arrivals from the Austro-Ilyrian 
coast has been reduced to three days, and from the Hungaro- 
Croatian coast to twenty-four hours, 


GREECE. 


A telegram, dated the 4th November last, has been received 
from Her Majesty's Representative at Athens, stating that 
11 days’ quarantine is imposed on arrivals from Malaga, to take 
effect from the 13th October, and that an observation of five days 
has also been established on arrivals from the Danube, Varna, 
and the coast from Sulina to Pyrgos, unless the vessels have 
undergone quarantine in Turkish lazarettos. 

A telegram, dated the 20th November last, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Representative at Athens, stating :—- The 
‘** quarantine on arrivals from the coast between Fiume and 
“ Otranto is reduced from 11 to 5 days.” 
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TURKEY, 


A telegram, dated the 14th November last, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Representative at Constantinople, stating :— 
* Quarantine on departures from Danube and Black Sea ports 
* from Sulina to Bourgas, and from the Adriatic coast, Italy, 
* Austria-Hungary, and Montenegro, as well as on arrivals from 
* the province of Malaga, is reduced from 10 to 5 days, to be 
** undergone as before, in one of the Ottoman ports. Ten days’ 
“ quarantine is maintained against departures from Genoa and 
* from the coast of Italy, from the French frontier to Cape 
* Santa Maria de Leuca, inclusive, for the present. Departures 
“ from Sardinia are admitted to free pratique after medical 
inspection,” 

A subsequent telegram has been received, stating that the five 
days’ quarantine against Malaga has been suppressed, but arrivals 
from that port are subjected to medical inspection. 


CYPRUS. 


The following notices have been received from Her Majesty’s 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Cyprus :— 

“ All vessels arriving in any part or port of Cyprus, except 
Larnaca, from the Danube ports, and all the coast between Sulina 
and Bourgas, and from Varna, Cagliari, and Sardinian ports, 
without having performed quarantine at an intermediate port, 
shall be repelled. 

“ All arrivals at Larnaca from the Danube ports and all the 
coast between Sulina and Bourgas, and from Varna, Cagliari, and 
Sardinian ports shall undergo a quarantine of 10 clear days.

“ Mails arriving direct therefrom will be landed in quarantine, 
disinfected, and delivered to the postal authorities with the 
greatest possible despatch.” 


MALTA. 


A telegram, dated 20th November last, has been received from 
the Governor of Malta, stating :—“ Passengers from Mediterranean 
* ports, Constantinople, Suez, must bring certificate that have 
not been in continental Italy or Austro-Hungarian Adriatic 
- = within fifteen or seven days respectively from embar- 

ation. Vessels from these places not admitted, except for 
coaling, before expiration of fifteen or seven days.” 
A telegram, dated 25th November last, has been received from 
the Governor of Malta, stating :— Quarantine modified.

“ to-day. Arrivals from Fiume and Hungarian coast also admitted 
“ to free pratique. Quarantine here still continued against Trieste 
“ and Naples.” 

A telegram, dated the 12th November last, from Her Majesty’s

A telegram, dated 26th November last, has been received from 
Her Majesty’s Representative at Alexandria, stating that arrivals 
from Trieste and all Austrian ports are now admitted to free 
pratique in Egypt.

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Altered arrangements for Mails for the United States. 


The mails for the United States of America are now despatched 
as follows :— 

Every Tuesday and Saturday, by ships leaving Liverpool on 
those days and calling at Queenstown on the following day to 
pick up the mails. 

Every Thursday by ships sailing from Southampton after the 
arrival at that port of the evening mail from London. These 
ships sail direct for New York without calling at Queenstown. 

By this arrangement the continuity of the former mail service 
to America is preserved, with the single exception that Thursday’s 
mai], instead of going vii Queenstown, goes via Southampton, 
thus involving an earlier posting of letters in all places north or 
west of London. The postivg in London, in places south of 
London, and in most towns in the east of England, remains 
unchanged. 

In addition to the three regular mails in each week now pro- 
vided, the Post Office is free to despatch mails by any other 
ships which the public may desire to use for the transmission of 
their letters to America. Such letters need only be superscribed 
with the name of the ship and the route by which it is desired 
they should be forwarded.

Russia. 


Introduction of Articles from Abroad through the Post, 


The following is a translation of the text of the regulations 


at present in force in Russia affecting the introduction of articles 


from abroad enclosed in letters :— 

“J, Customs Circular dated 6th (18th) February, 1885: 

£ In view of the approaching revision of Article 1,252 of the 
Customs Code, the Customs Department issues to the Customs 
officials the following instructions : 

Articles sent from abroad in registered letters shall not be 
subjected to confiscation, but a Return of such letters shall be 
furnished weekly to the Department, with a specification of their 
weight, contents, and the amount of duty to which they are 
liable. 

“ TI. Customs Circular dated 4th (16th April) 1886: 

* From the 10th (22nd) June of the present year, all articles 
without exception, sent from abroad in ordinary and registered 
letters are to be subjected to confiscation, in strict accordance 
with Article 1,252 of the Customs Code. 

“II, Customs Circular dated the 27th June (9th July) 
1886: 

“In order to avoid an incorrect interpretation by Custom 
Houses of the Circular of the Department of the 4th (16th) 
April 1886, respecting the confiscation of articles sent from 
abroad, in ordinary and registered letters, and forwarded by the 
Post Office to custom houses for inspection, the Department of 
Customs impresses on the attention of custom houses that among 
the inclosures in letters, not bearing inscriptions respecting their 
inclosures, must be classed coins, articles lable to duty, as also 
such articles, the importation of which is prohibited; inclosures 
not liable to duty are not confiscated, but immediately returned 
with the letters (containing them) to the postal official present at 
their inspection. 

“ TV. Extract from Customs Code : 

Article 1,252. When packages shall be received from abroad 
not bearing inscriptions that they contain coins or articles, but a 
superficial examination of which may prove that they do contain 
such things, the postal authorities shall immediately send such 
packages to the custom house, for the purpose of being opened 
in the presence of a postal official, and if nothing be found in 
them of a dutiable or prohibited nature, the custom house shall 
immediately return such package to the postal official ; if coins 
or articles prohibited to be imported, or liable to duty, be found 
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therein, they shali be confiscated; the letters themselves sealed 
by the custom house shall immediately be returned to the postal 
authorities.” 


Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff.

The following decisions, affecting the classification of articles 
in the Russian Customs Tariff, have recently been given by the 
Russian Government. 

Bottles for cordials (liqueurs) &c., covered with a tissue of half 
silk, are to be included under section 157, part 5, independently 
of their contents, and will pay a duty of 8 roubles 80 copecks 
per poud, with an addition of 10 per cent. on each rouble of 
duty leviable. 

Cable of iron wire, not covered with any common metal, section 
168, part 1, duty 2 roubles 75 copecks per poud. 

Parts of toy guns, the same as such guns complete, section 228, 
duty 37 copecks per funt, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each 
rouble of duty Jeviable. 

Sheets of cardboard with ornamented embossed edges, forming 
the bordering of oleograph pictures attached to such cardboard, 
section 183, part 6, duty 12 roubles 10 copecks per poud, with 
an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Shoes plaited of woollen list, section 206, duty 11 copecks per 
funt, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty 
leviable. 

Split pieces of horn, serving as a substitute for bristles, section 
26, part 3>, duty 10 copecks per poud, with an addition of 20 
per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Pictures for cutting out, in sheets or separate, printed and 
coloured on paper, with a coat of gum on the reverse side, and 
used for the purpose of being attached to various articles, section 
183, part 5, duty 6 roubles 60 copecks per poud, with an addition 
of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Carbonic acid lime, chemically pure, such as purified chalk, 
section 108, part 2, duty 6 copecks per poud. 

Metallic frames for travelling bags, furnished with locks, 
section 165, part 3, duty 4 roubles per poud, 

‘Manufactures of leather, with finished embossed ornaments, pre- 
pared for the bindings of albums, section 187, part 4, duty 45 
copecks per poud, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble 
of duty leviable. 

Wire of steel and brass, including wire used for music strings, 
but not bound round, section 167—duties for steel or iron, 1 rouble 
10 copecks per poud; for copper, brass, and all metallic alloys, 
3 roubles per poud,

Importation of Potatoes. 


A notification has been received from Mr. E. Corbett, Her 
Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm, under date of the 17th 
November last, to the effect that the importation into Sweden of 
potatoes from Great Britain, Portugal, Greece, Belgium, and the 
Netherlands is permitted, while the importation of potatoes from 
America is still forbidden.

The following is a translation of a decree of the Netherlands 
Government dated the 20th November last, establishing an import 
duty upon so-called English biscuits irrespective of the country 
of their origin. 

Article 1.—The import duty on the so-called English biscuits, 
irrespective of the country whence they come, amounts per 100 
kilogrammes to 5 fl. 50 cts., if the sugar therein contained does 
not exceed 20 per cent., and to 13 fl. 50 cts. if the same exceeds 
20 per cent. 

The foregoing does not make any alteration as regards the 
import duty on biscuits outwardly ornamented with sugar, fruits, 
or other condiments, or which are prepared with liqueur, syrup of 
fruit, essence of fruit, vanille, or other aromatic ingredients. 

Article 11.—The persons concerned are bound, on making their 
declaration for import to specify the description (of biscuits) in 
accordance with the above-mentioned distinctions. 

Article I11.—This decree comes into operation on the 5th day 
after the date of its promulgation. 


Excise Duty on Spirits, 


A despatch, dated the 6th November last, has been received 
from the Hon, Sir W. Stuart, Her Majesty’s Minister at The 
Hague, stating that a Bill, proposing further alterations in the 
excise duty on spirits, came on for discussion in the Second 
Chamber of the States General on the 4th November last, and 
that it was finally passed by 37 to 20 votes, although the first 
article permanently fixing the duty at 60 florins per hectolitre 
was only carried by the narrow majority of 28 to 27 votes. The 
existing law, whereby the duty was provisionally raised from 
57 florins to 60 florins per hectolitre expires on the 31st December 
next, and it is, therefore, intended that the Bill now in question 
should be passed by the First Chamber in time for it to come into 
operation as law from that date. — 
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Excise Duty on Spirits mixed with Pyro-acetic Acid. 


A despatch, dated the 17th November last, has been received 
from the Hon. Sir W. Stuart, Her Majesty’s Minister at The 
Hague, notifying the promulgation of a law, which received the 
royal sanction on the Ist of November last, exempting from 
excise duty foreign varnishes made with methylated spirits. The 
following is a translation of the law in question :— 

“In the decree of the 14th September 1872, the following 
article, numbered 17a, shall be inserted between Articles 17 and 
18 :— 

“The Minister of Finance may grant exemption from excise 
duty on foreign varnishes prepared with methylated spirits, at the 
request of persons interested, and with the necessary precautions 
against abuse of such exemption. 

“The Minister of Finance is charged with the execution of 
this decree, which shall be inserted.in the Official Gazette, and 
a copy of it shall be transmitted to the Council of State.”

254 TARIFF CHANGES AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


Counterpanes of figured cotton, bleached or dyed, together with 
those having white or coloured stripes, without needle or lace- 
work, Category 286, duty 25 francs per quintal. 

Asbestos felt for roofing, Category 299, duty 1 fr. 50 ¢ per 
quintal, 

Articles of basket-ware trimmed with cotton or wool will be 
included in Categories 358-359, and pay a duty of 40 frances per 
quintal ; those trimmed with silk will be liable to a duty of 100 
francs per quintal under Category 360. 

The following articles will be admitted under Category 382 as 
curried skins, at the rate of 8 francs per quintal; linings of 
mantles not dressed composed of a certain number of skins sewn 
together. 

The following will be admitted under Category 360 as furs, 
and will pay a duty of 100 francs. Furs of every description, 
such as mantles, tippets, muffs, ruffles, caps, shoes, coverlets, deer 
and sheep skins lined, or trimmed by means of needlework, as 
well as skins cut to certain dimensions for making up, such as 
muffs, boas, fur tippets, wrists and bands of fur, with or without 
linings, and all articles trimmed with fur. 

Mica, gilded, Category 412, duty 25 frances per quintal. 


GERMANY. 
Proposed Customs Duty on Indian Mustard. 


A notification has been received from Mr. G. Strachey, Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’ Affaires at Dresden, to the effect that serious 
complaints have been made by persons engaged in the agricultural 
industries in Germany against the admission of Indian mustard 
which is said to be underselling the native oleaginous seeds as 
material for the oil manufacture. It has been stated that, although 
the Indian seed has hitherto been admitted into Germany duty 
free, it will shortly, under an extensive interpretation of the tariff, 
be placed upon the footing of the rival products. Further 
inquiries will be made on this subject by Her Majesty’s Chargé 
@ Affaires, who says that “as the revised tariff states that ‘ other 
“ « oleaginous fruits unenumerated’ will be subject to the new 
“ duty of two marks, it is strange if Indian mustard has been 
“ admitted free, or that a manipulation should be required in 
“ order to bring it under the tax.” 


FRANCE. 
Classification of Cotton Twist in Hunks. 


The following is a translation of a decree, dated the 25th Sep- 
tember last, respecting the regulations affecting the classification 
of cotton twist in hanks : 


It 
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“Under the French Customs Tariff, cotton twist is classed 
under two distinct categories according to whether it is intended 
for use in weaving, or in sewing, embroidering, &c. The former 
if in ordinary skeins, and having at most two or three ends, pays 
duty according to weight; the latter pays duty according to the 
number of millimétres in a single thread (1) when the twist 
although in ordinary skeins has four or more ends, (2) when 
without regard to the number of ends, it is wound on bobbins or 
put up in small hanks or on cards, Wc. 

“Tn accordance with the provisions of Customs circulars, Nos. 
1,711 and 1,729, the classification of cotton twist in ordinary 
skeins is only applicable to twist imported in hanks, wound 
according to the system in use in France, England, and Belgium. 
The application of this régime having given rise to disputes, the 
matter has again been referred to the Consultative Committee of 
Arts and Manufactures, for examination. Their decision dated 
the 4th August last, has been confirmed by the Ministers of 
Finance and of Commerce and Industry, and is to the following 
effect :— 

*‘Skeins measuring less than 109 métres and wound on a 
spindle of which the circumference is less than 1 m. 3714 
are to be considered as small hanks. Those measuring 109 
métres or more and wound on spindles of a circumference not less 
than 1 m. 3714 are to be considered as ordinary skeins. An 
allowance of 2 per cent. is to be made for bleached and unbleached 
twists, and of 5 per cent. for dyed twists.” 


Regulations affecting introduction of French Goods into Annam 
and Tonquin. 


The “ Journal Ofticiel” of the 9th November last, states that, 
according to an order of the Resident General of Annam and 
Tonquin, no goods are to be admitted in future into those 
colonies, as French goods, unless their origin is proved by a 
certificate and the signature of a French merchant. 

The “Journal Officiel” adds that it has been necessary to 
publish this order as foreign goods have been largely shipped to 
Saigon, and have there received the protection awarded to French 
goods, on the mere assertion of the importers that they came 
from French territory. 


New Customs Tariff in Tonquin, and Establishment of Differential 
Navigation Dues in favour of French Shipping in Annam 
and Tonquin. 

The following particulars respecting a proposed new Customs 
Tariff for Tonquin, and the establishment of differental naviga- 
tion dues in favour of French Shipping in the ports of Annam 
and Tonquin, have been extracted from a report by Mr. J. 
A. Crowe, Her Majesty’s Commercial Attaché for Europe, dated 
the 2nd November last : 
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“In a letter addressed by M. Bert, Resident General at 
Hanoi, to the Chamber of Commerce at Rheims, allusion was 
made to a new tariff which was about to be applied in Tonquin. 
It appears from reports in the French newspapers that copies of 
M. Bert’s tariff were in circulation here; and that several 
members of the Chamber of Deputies who belong to the 
‘ Commercial and Industrial ’ group considered the rates of 
that tariff detrimental to French trade. Messrs. Dautresme and 
Méline, both ex-Cabinet Ministers, and others of the same group 
are reported to have had interviews with M. de Freycinet on 
the 27th October last, and to have protested against these duties 
as being lower than those of the French normal tariff. M. de 
Freycinet is reported to have told the deputies that he would 
frame another tariff for Tonquin, and, meanwhile, telegraph to 
M. Bert to adjourn the application of that which he had drafted. 

*«*A telegram of the 29th of October from Hanoi reports: 
accordingly ‘ that the Resident General has resolved to postpone 
the application of the new tariff which was to have come into 
force on the 1st November.’ 

* Meanwhile, differential navigation dues have been established 
in favour of French shipping in the ports of Annam and 
Tonquin. By decree of September 27, 1884, the light and 
anchorage dues in Tonquin were fixed, irrespective of nationality, 
at 2 francs per ton for vessels with cargoes entering or clearing, 
or 1 franc per ton for ships entering with cargo and leaving in 
ballast, or vice versd. These rates are altered by an ordonnance 
of September 6, last, which declares that French vessels entering 
Annamese or Tonquin ports will in future only pay a quarterly 
tonnage due (abonnement par trimestre) of 2 francs or 50 centimes 
per ton per voyage, whereas icreign ships will be charged double 
those rates.” 


ITauy. 


Proposed increase of Customs duty on Corn, and imposition of 
duty on Pig Iron. 


Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Embassy at 
Rome, reports under date of the 23rd November last, that it is 
understood in order to relieve agricultural distress, that the 
Italian Government have decided to raise the import duty on corn 
from 1:40 lire to 5 lire per quintal, say from 2s. to 7s. per 
quarter, in other werds from a revenue to a protective duty. 
This will affect Indian trade with Italy. It is-also expected that 
a duty will be placed on pig iron, now admitted free. 
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GREECE. 
New Commercial Treaty. 


A despatch, dated the 20th November last, has been received 
from Sir Horace Rumbold, Her Majesty’s Minister at Athens, 
stating that a new commercial treaty with Greece, under which 
the United Kingdom receives most-favoured-nation treatment, 
was signed on the 10th of November last, and, in accordance with 
Article XIX., will come into force on the exchange of ratifica- 
tions ; in the interval, a circular has been addressed by the Greek 
Government to all the Custom House authorities, directing them 
to immediately admit British imports to the full benefits derivable 
from the treaty. Various modifications in the direction of in- 
creased duties have at the same time been effected in the Greek 
Customs Tariff, a full statement of which will appear in the January 
number of the Journal. 


Duties on Cotton Yarns and Tissues. 


The following changes in the import duties on cotton yarns 
and tissues have recently been introduced in the Greek Customs 
Tariff 

Threads of cotton for sewing, on cards, reels, or in skeins, 
white or coloured, must pay in future 1 drachma 59 lepta per 
oke, instead of 1 drachma 20 lepta. 

The duty on cotton tissues, bleached, not classified, will in 
future be at the rate of 40 per cent. above the duty on unbleached 
cotton tissues, instead of 25 per cent. as formerly. 

The duty on dyed and printed cotton tissues will in future be 
at the rate of 80 per cent. above the duty on unbleached cotton 
tissues, instead of 60 per cent. as formerly. 

All the import duties of the revised tariff are payable in gold, 
or with an increase of 15 per cent. if paid in paper. 


RouMANIA. 
New Commercial Treaty. 


A new commercial treaty between Great Britain and Roumania 
was signed on the 26th November last, together with a protocol 
bringing its provisions into immediate operation pending the rati- 
fication, The following is the text of Article 1. of the treaty in 
question, which contains modifications in the customs duties on 
certain articles imported into Roumania :— 

«The provisions of Article ITI. of the treaty of the 24th March 
(5th April) 1880 are replaced by the following stipulations :— 
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“ The following goods will pay, on their entry into Roumania, 

the duties herein-after specified :— 

I, Plain biscuits, not sweetened, 25 francs per 100 kilos, 

2. Pitch and tar, 5 francs per 100 kilos. 

3. Paints, common, prepared with oil, ground, for painting 
houses, ships, &c., 8 francs per 100 kilos. 

4. Linseed oil, 10 francs per 100 kilos. 

5. Felts for carpets, of all colours, printed or not, by the yard 
or by the piece, 20 francs per 100 kilos. 

6. Cotton twist, single, carded, grey or bleached, called in 
Roumanian cretz, eretzishor, or extra cretz, 15 francs per 
100 kilos. 

7. Double yarns in two or more threads, grey or bleached, 20 
francs per 100 kilos. 

8. Dyed cotton yarns of all kinds, 45 frances per 100 kilos. 

9. Jute cloth, very common, and sacks made out of such cloth, 
5 franes per 100 kilos. 

10. Cements, natural and prepared, 60 centimes per 100 kilos. 

11. Common earthenware, that is to say :— 

(1.) Earthenware of one colour, or white with coloured 
borders, but not gilt or silvered; and (2) Common 
printed plates of two colours, imported in baskets, 
2 fes. 40 es. per 100 kilos. 

12. Copper, brass, and bronze, rough, in all forms, broken 
pieces of copper, brass, and bronze, copper filings, not gilt 
or silvered. Free. 

13. Copper, brass, and bronze, in sheets, or wire (including 
wire for strings of musical instruments), copper and brass 
wire for tissues and embroidery, not gilt or silvered ; 
trunnions ani pillions belonging to machinery. Free. 

14. Metal bedsteads of all kinds, of iron, brass, bronze, &c., 
with or without ornaments, painted, varnished, orna- 
mented with pictures, bronzed, &c., iron furniture for 
rooms, also if gilt or silvered, and whether covered or not, 
8 fes. 50cs. per 100 kilos. 

15. Tin (pewter) raw, in all its forms, in sheets, rods, &c., 
pewter filings, broken pieces of pewter. Free. 

16. Iron and steel rails of all kinds, and railway points. Free. 

17. Iron hoops for wheels. Free. 

18. Iron in sheets and hammered, unenumerated. Free. 

19. Tin plates, 3 fes. 50 es. per 100 kilos. 


20. Various articles, fittings, and detached parts of machinery 
of cast-iron. Free. 

21. Iron chains, other than for ships, 7 francs per 100 kilos. 

22, Unenumerated articles of iron and steel, common, simple, 
tinned, enamelled but not polished ; tools and instruments 
of iron not polished, with or without wooden handles, 15 
francs per 100 kilos. 
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23. Articles of iron and steel, semi-fine ; tools and instruments 
of steel, or steel and iron polished, combined with other 
products such as tin and wood, 15 francs per 100 kilos. 

24, Articles of tin and sheet iron, painted, enamelled, or 
galvanized, 8 fes. 50 cs. per 100 kilos. 

25. Cutlery, common, of iron or steel, common scissors, with, 
settings of wood, bone, horn, or other common materials, 
20 francs per 100 kilos, 

26. Felt hats, trimmed or not, of felt made from wool, without 
any mixture of other materials such as hair, fur, silk, &c., 
200 francs per 100 kilos. 

In conformity with Article 5 of the Roumanian Customs Law, 
the weight liable to duty shall be established at the option of the 
person presenting the goods, either by weighing the goods 
divested of their packing material, or by deducting from the gross 
weight the per-centage which constitutes the legal tare as set 
forth in the Roumanian General Tariff. 


TURKEY. 
Exportation of Coal and Firewood, 


According to the Moniteur Belge of the 15th November last, 
the exportation from the Ottoman Empire of coal and firewood 
has been prohibited. 


Unitep States. 
Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff. 


The following decisions affecting the classification of articles in 
the United States customs tariff have been given by the United 
States Government during the months of October and November 
last :-— 

Certain so-called iron sand or dust, which is an article used in 
sawing and polishing stone, is dutiable, under section 216, as 
* manufactures not specially provided for, composed wholly of 
* iron” at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Certain articles, commercially known as German sickles, 
manufactured from steel only, are dutiable under section 216, as 
manufactures of steel, not otherwise provided for, at the rate of 
45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Certain so-called combination guns, consisting of double-barrel 
breech-loading guns, one barrel being rifled for shooting balls, and 
the other bored smooth and designed for use in firing shot, are 
dutiable under section 203 as sporting breech-loading shot guns, 
at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem. 
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The United States Attorney-General has advised that section 407, 
so far as it relates to brass buttons, refers to the buttons which 
may be known commercially as brass buttons, and not necessarily 
to such buttons as may be composed in part of brass. The 
Treasury Department has acquiesced in this opinion, and _pre- 
vious decisions will be considered as modified accordingly. | 

Lime-glass moulds or vessels, containing jelly, are dutiable 
under section 134 as “lime-glass bottles and vials, and other lime- 
“ glassware if filled, and not otherwise provided for,” at the rate 
of 40 per cent. ad valorem. 

Magic lanterns shall not be considered as philosophical instru- 
ments nor toys, but are dutiable under section 216, being manu- 
factured in part of metal, at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Ripe tomatoes are not considered as fruit, but as “ vegetables 
“ in their natural state,” and as such are dutiable under section 
286, at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Certain so-called “ maw-seed ” which is generally imported for 
use in the manufacture of oils, and is essentially an oil-seed, is 
dutiable under section 452 as other oil-seeds, at the rate of + cent. 
per pound. 

An article known commercially as “linen floss,” which is com- 
posed of a double and retwisted thread, and is intended for use in 
embroidery and other fancy work, and which is not known either 
commercially or-otherwise as yarn, is dutiable under section 336, 
as “ flax or linen thread, and all manufactures of flax, or of which 
“ flax shall be the component material of chief value, not 
** specially enumerated or provided for” at the rate of 40 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Certain iron casks or drums containing cement, which consist 
of sheet-iron drums with wovden ends, which are worthless for 
other purposes than as coverings for the cement, are held to be 
exempt from duty as “coverings.” 

Certain medallions and ornaments manufactured of a com- 
position made of wood, saw-dust, and glue, the articles being 
produced by pressing the composition into moulds, leaving the 
designs in high relief, and then pressing a thin veneering thereon, 
which is made to adhere to the ornament and ground surface 
showing the grain of wood, the articles being similar in appearance 
to the carved wood which they are intended to represent, are 
dutiable under section 233 as “manufactures of wood, or of 
“ which wood is the chief component part, not specially enu- 
“ merated or provided for,” at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Real onyx beads strung on soft iron wire in the form of 
bracelets, but unfit for use as bracelets by reason of the softness 
of the wire and the manner in which they are finished, are 
dutiable under section 396 as “ beads and bead ornaments of all 
“ kinds except amber ” at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem, 

A pianoforte brought into the United States by a professor of 
music who had used the same abroad while pursuing his studies, 
and who intends to continue its use in the United States, under 
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provision 815 in the free list as “ implements, instruments of 
“ occupation or employment of persons arriving in the United 
“ States ” was held to be exempt from duty. 

Entries of imported merchandise should be sworn to at the 
time they are presented at the custom house, and before they are 
examined by the entry clerk, and in no event should the exa- 
mination of packages be designated thereon before the entries are 
fully completed. Article 338 of the General Regulations is 
modified accordingly. 

Fresh fish imported for the purpose of being frozen by a new 
process, not patented, are not entitled to free entry. 

It has been decided that a keg of “aquadiente,” which was 
entered as containing 15 gallons, but which, upon examination, 
was found to be of less capacity than 14 gallons, should have been 
seized and forfeited to the United States under the provision 
of section 411. 

In order to ascertain the amount of duty to be paid on iron 
ore, the weight of the ore, when heated to a temperature of 
212° Fahrenheit shall be first found, and upon that weight shall 
duty be collected. 

A travelling or carriage clock brought by a person arriving in 
the United States is held to be a household effect, and is not 
entitled to free entry unless it has been in use abroad for one 
year prior to importation. 

Certain chocolate cast in moulds is dutiable under section 291 
as chocolate, and not as fancy chocolate confectionery, at the rate 
of 2 cents. per pound. 

Application was made for permission to open 174 cases of 
manufactured tobacco contained in bonded warehouse, for the 
purpose of stencilling the small boxes contained in the packages ; 
but, in the absence of any provision of law or regulations to 
authorise the removal of goods in warehouse from the original 
packages for any purpose, other than for the repair of the pack- 
ages, or re-packing of the goods necessary for their preservation, 
the application was refused. 

No drawback or refund is granted by the Department in any 
case on goods claimed to have been exported, where the preliminary 
notice of intention to ship for drawback or refund has not been 
filed with an officer of the Customs, This rule is absolute, and no 
exception can be made thereto. 

Spool-blocks, on which linen thread is wound, are not liable to 
duty, either as part of the value of the thread or otherwise. 

Certain bird-skins dressed with the feathers on, and intended 
for use as specimens of natural history, are entitled to free 
entry, upon the filing of an affidavit which will satisfy the 
Collector of Customs that such was the object of the importation, 
it being immaterial whether they are intended for a public or a 
private collection 

Imported salt in bond may be used in curing oysters without 
payment of duty, it being held by the Treasury Department that 
oysters come within the category of * fish,” section 483. 
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A protest which specifies the marks and numbers of packages 
containing imported merchandise, which the importer may con- 
sider to have been erroneously classified, cannot be held to cover 
other packages of similar goods embraced in the same importation, 
but which are not so specified. 

“ German favours,” which consist of Christmas-tree ornaments 
made of gilt paper, representing animals, pipes, fishes, &c., intended 
for the amusement of children at Christmas festivals, are dutiable 
at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, under the provision in 
section 425 as “ toys.” 

Books imported by private individuals, by mail, are liable to 
duty without regard to value, the only exception being in cases 
where the books may have been printed and manufactured more 
than 20 years prior to the date of importation. 

On the exportation of split peas, prepared wholly from imported. 
peas, a drawback may be allowed, under section 3019, Revised 
Statutes. 


VENEZUELA. 


Opening of the Delta of the Orinoco to Free Navigation. 


A despatch, dated the 30th October last, has been received 
from Mr. F. R. St. John, Her Majesty’s Minister at Caracas, 
enclosing a translation of a decree issued by the Venezuelan 
Government on the 27th October last, opening the mouths of the 
Orinoco river to free navigation. The following is the translation 
in question :— 

Article 1. Vessels navigating the Orinoco, as well as foreign 
vessels proceeding to Cuidad Bolivar, like native vessels that may 
continue their voyage by the Orinoco and its tributaries, can 
enter said river by any mouth of the delta, and depart in the same 
manner, being in either case subject to laws 16 and 18 and the 
rest of the Customs Code. 

Article 2. The Minister of Finance is charged with the 
communication of this decree to all concerned. 


Import Duties on Tombstones. 


The following modifications, according to the Moniteur Belge 
of the 15th November last, have been introduced into the customs 
regulations and tariff of Venezuela. 

By a decree of the Venezuelan Government, graveyard monu- 
ments and tombstones, which were formerly admitted free of duty, 
are in future to pay according to the material of which composed. 
Those of marble will be included under category 4 of the tariff, 
and pay a duty of 75 centimes per kilogramme, with an addition 
of 12} per cent. Those of cast-iron will be subjected to the same 
duty. 
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Abolition of Light and Light Dues at La Guayra, 


A despatch, dated the 12th October last, respecting the light 
and light dues of La Guayra, has been received from Mr. F, R. 
St. John, Her Majesty’s Minister at Caracas, in which he states : 

“ The La Guayra light and light dues have been abolished by 
order of the President of the Republic of Venezuela. 

“ As the light was bad and unnecessary, and the dues heavy, 
amounting to nearly 12 to every 100 tons burden, the measure is 
considered a good one.” 


Ecuapor. 
Modifications in Customs Tariff. 


A despatch, dated the 8th October last, has been received from 
Mr. C. W. Lawrence, Her Majesty’s Minister at Quito; stating 
that a new customs law, by which the following modifications 
have been effected in the customs tariff of Ecuador, was to come 
inito operation on the 25th October last. The Board of Trade 
propose to issue in a future number of the Journal, a translation 
in extenso of the tariff in question. 

Articles introduced from abroad through the custom houses of 
the Republic are divided into the following nine classes : (1) Pro- 
hibited articles, (2) Articles free of duty, (3) Articles taxed at 
one cent. of a sucre* (two farthings) per kilogram of weight, 
(4) Articles taxed at two cents (ld.) per kilogram, (5) Articles 
taxed at five cents (2}d.) per kilogram, (6) Articles taxed at 
10 cents (5d.) per kilogram, (7) Articles taxed at 50 cents (2s.) 
per kilogram, (8) Articles taxed at one sucre (4s.) per kilogram, 
and (9) Articles taxed at 25 cents (1s. per kilogram). 

The following additional articles belong to the first class : spirit 
extracted from sugar cane and its compounds, balls, bombs, &c., 
and nickel. 

The following additional articles belong to the second class : live 
animals, fire-engines, and all necessary apparatus for extinguishing 
fires, boats and small vessels, iron buoys, ships, fitted or in pieces, 
coal and charcoal, guano, lint, bird’s eggs, gold and silver current 
coin, samples of no value of stuffs and other goods, gold in powder 
or in bars, ship’s masts, silver in bullion or in bars, cars, life- 
preservers, seeds (except canary and cumin seed) of all kinds, 

The following articles belong to the third class (two farthings 
per kilogram) bran, garlic, Roman cement, sweet potatoes, dry or 
fresh cocoa-nuts, common bricks, fresh vegetables and pulse of all 
kinds, hay, stones for filters, slates, tiles, iron for smelting, husks 
of the carob-tree for feeding animals. 


* Calculating the sucre at its nominal value of five francs. Its market value is 
variable, and is now only 3s. 
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The following belong to the fourth class (1d. per kilogram) 
anchors, steel in rough state, tar, copper wire, and cramps for 
fences, pickaxes, shovels, iron screws, pitch, empty bottles, 
copper, bronze or brass in the rough, or in plates, not perforated 
corrugated iron for roofs, lime, carts, barley, nails, empty demi- 
johns, staves, weed-hooks, tin in the rough, or in sheets, portable 
railways, iron in the rough, in plates, rods, and in bars for 
smelting, iron hoops, screws for steamers, printing type and 
accessories, printed books and pamphlets, common earthenware 
for services for the table and lavatories, hops, maize, agricultural 
and industrial machines, wood in boards, or beams or for building, 
picks, mattocks, and pruning hooks, paper for printing, brown 
paper, paper for packing, salt fish, such as comes from Peru, 
slates for writing and slate-pencils, rakes, earthen retorts for 
gas, cart wheels, tubes and pipes of iron and earthenware, if 
more than 12 centimetres internal diameter, printing ink, wheat, 
zinc in the rough or in plates not perforated. 

The following belong to the fifth class (2}d. per kilogram) : 
almonds, canary seed, starch, poisonous waters for tanning, 
cotton with or without seeds, harness, alum, lavender, sugar, rice, 
oil for machines, spirit of turpentine, apparatus for making soda- 
water, barometers, compasses, barrels, dressed skins, empty casks, 
iron cables for vessels, cardboard for binding books, carriages, 
whole or in pieces, and accessories, beer in barrels or bottles, 
cumin seed, coca, crucibles, ordinary glassware, hemp for sacks, 
chancaca (molasses), salt meat, tow, wooden and marble statues of 
more than one metre, brooms with or without handles, vermicelli, 
dried fruits, flour of wheat, maize, or any other grain, filament 
of cotton, hams, Manila rope, common soap, kerosine of 150 and 
more degrees, fine porcelain, cutlasses, music, manuscript, printed, 
or lithographed, grave stones of more than a metre, wild mar- 
joram, nuts, straw for brooms, stones of all kinds, troughs of 
marble, iron, or other material, lead in the rough, refined table 
salt, unrefined saltpetre, empty sacks, suet, writing ink, and 
plates of glass not overlaid with quicksilver. 

The following belong to the sixth class (jd. per kilogram): 
olive, castor and almond oil, steel, indigo, varnish, trunks, wax, 
corks for bottles, copper or bronze manufactured or in perforated 
plates, fine glassware, pegs for shoes, matches, artisan’s tools, oil- 
cloth, musical instruments of more than one metre in height, 
butter, lard, furniture of all kinds, made up or in pieces, paint in 
powder, paste or any other kind, manufactured lead, manufactured 
brass, writing paper, Chinese mats, candles of all kinds, wines{in 
bottles and casks, vinegar, and zinc, manufactured or in perforated 
plates. 

The following belong to the seventh class (2s. per kilogram) : 
All woollen articles, woven or unwoven, with or without woof, 
and manufactured tobacco. 

The following belong to the eighth class (4s. per kilogram): 
Objects in gold and silver, precious stones, and silk, all woven 
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goods in which enter silk, siiver, gold, or metal threads in imita- 
tion of such, spectacles and lens, ornaments for clothes, shoes, 
antimacassars, and articles knitted or worked by crochet, natural 
or artificial hair, manufactured tortoise-shell, coral in the rough 
or manufactured, cords for musical instruments, lace and thread 
trimmings, breech-loading guns and revolvers, stereoscopes and 
views for them, artificial flowers, gloves, hammocks, prints without 
frames, on paper, linen, &c., imitation marble, fancy articles, and 
hats and bonnets. 

All articles not comprised in the above classes, shoes 
of all kinds, hats and made-up clothes, such as shirts, frocks, 
dresses, coats, waistcoats, &c. (with the exception of suilor’s 
shoes), stitched chemisettes and drawers, stockings and socks, 
will have a surcharge of 25 per cent. over the duty corresponding 
to them. 

The following are the export dues. On every 100 kilograms. 
of cacao 2s. 7d., of coffee 1s. 9d., of caoutchouc 11., of tamarinds 
2s. 8d., of hides, orchillas, and sarsaparilla 2s., of hat-straw 2/., 
of hammock straw 16s., of tobacco 8s., of ivory nuts 104d., and 
of boot soles 5d. 


Mexico. 


Regulations affecting the quantity of Stores allowed to Ships 
entering Mexican Ports. 


A report, dated the 28th October last, has been received from 
Mr. A. Baker, Her Majesty’s Consul at Vera Cruz, respecting 
the necessity for reduction of ships stores, to avoid customs fines, 
in which he says :— 

“ Masters and owners of ships do not appear to have yet 
mastered the provisions of the Mexican customs regulations with 
regard to the quantity and quality of the stores, ships are allowed 
to carry when visiting Mexican ports. 

“ The provisions in question are contained in Articles 464-8 
of the General Order as to Customs Houses. Article 464 leaves 
it to the § good sense’ of the administrators of Custom Houses to 
decide whether or not the quantities of provisions, ‘slops,’ &c. 
for the return voyage are excessive or not, having regard to the 
rig of the ship, the number of the crew, whether passengers are 
carried or not, and the probable duration of the return voyage. 
Article 465 empowers the Custom House to levy duties on the 
excess in quantity of stores, Article 466 empowers the Custom 
House to levy double duties on the excess in quantity of stores. 
Article 467 empowers the Custom House to allow masters of 
ships to sell surplus provisions in the port on paying the dues 
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thereon. Article 468 provides that stores which, on account of 
their guality, are not comprehended in Article 464 (zc., which are 
not properly ship’s stores) shall suffer the penalty of goods 
arriving without a consular invoice. (This penalty is double 
duties, or virtual confiscation, as the single duties are equal to 
over 100 per cent. ad val.) 

* Although it is left to the ‘good sense’ of administrators to 
decide whether the stores are excessive or not, shipmasters should 
recollect that Custom House fines are divided amongst Customs 
officials, so that they are naturally inclined to consider as excessive, 
all stores that the ship could possibly dispense with, having regard 
to the requirements of her return voyage. 

«A case in point has recently arisen in this port. The 
barkantine ‘Nellie 8.’ of London was on the 8th October last 
visited by Custom House officers, who seized ‘ slops’ to the value 
of about 15/. or 20/. as being in excess of the stores necessary for 
taking the ship home, and the master was afterwards required to 
pay a fine of 200 dollars (about 307) for the irregularity. The 
master and the agent of the ship afterwards compromised the 
matter with the Custom House by paying 66 dollars and sub- 
mitting to the forfeiture of the ‘ slops’ seized. 

* This compromise appears disadvantageous to the ship, but it 
must be borne in mind that the Customs officials are practically 
judges of their own causes, and that ships often prefer to pay 
fines than submit to the loss of time involved in disputing them. 

“It would, therefore, be prudent on the part of shipmasters 
coming to Mexico to reduce their stores as much as possible before 
arriving at Vera Cruz or other Mexican ports.” 


CoLoMBIA. 
Closing of the Ports of the Goajira Coast. 


A despatch, dated the 6th October last, has been received from 
Mr, W. J. Dixon, Her Majesty’s Minister at Bogota, notifying 
the issue of a decree of the Colombian Government, dated the 
22nd September last, closing to commerce the Ports of the 
Goajira Coast, which lies between Santa Martha and the Vene- 
zuelan territory, and also prohibiting sailing vessels from trading 
between Colon and the Colombian ports cf the Atlantic, and 
between Panama and the southern (western) coast of the 
Republic. The following is a translation of the decree in 
question 

Article I. Ail commerce with the Goajira Coast is prohibited, 
whether in small or large, in national or foreign vessels. All 
vessels or articles of traffic which shall be employed in this trade 
shall consequently be considered contraband and subject to the 
respective penalties. 
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Article II. Commerce in sailing vessels is likewise hereby 
prohibited between Colon and the open ports of the Atlantic, 
and between Panama and the Southern Coast of the Republic. 

Note.—The executive power is authorised to make provision 
for enforcing this law. 

Article III. All vessels, large or small, national or foreign, 
which may be permitted by the Custom House at Riohacha to 
proceed to the Goajira territory for the sole purpose of receiving 
the salt that is produced in the saltworks thereof, being a part of 
the department of Magdalena, shall be required to proceed 
thereto in ballast, and, atter receiving their cargo, to return to 
the port of Riohacha for a new permit from the Custom House 
thereof to the port of their destination. 

Article IV. The ports of Goajira are hereby closed. The 
national revenue officers of Bahia-Honda shall, therefore, be 
required to. inform the Customs collector at Riohacha of the 
arrival of all merchant vessels at said ports, including that of 
Bahia-Honda, in contravention of this law. 

Article V. The duty imposed by the preceding Article upon 
the revenue officers of Bahia-Honda shall also appiy to the 
captain of the revenue cutter; and, if it is possible for him to 
capture the said vessels, he shall inform the commanders thereof 
that they have violated the law, and he shall report the same to 
the Customs ccllector for his information and guidance. 

Article VI. The Executive Power of the Republic is hereby 
authorised to direct that all the Goajira trade shall be done in 
the market-place of the city of ‘Riohacha under local — police 
authority, to be conducted in the manner it may deem just, and 
to establish impost, which shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
Department of Magdalena. The measure that may be prescribed 
by the President of the Republic, in conformity with this Article, 
shall remain in force until the organisation of the said Depart- 
ment, and the enactment by it of corresponding provisions. 

Article VII. In order to facilitate Goajira commerce, the 
Government shall construct a bridge over the Calancala river, 
whereby communication may be established between the city of 
Riohacha and the territory of Goajira. 

Article VIII. This law shall take effect 30 days after its 
publication in the official gazette. 


NEW SoutH WALEs. 


New Customs Tariff. 


An Act entitled the Customs Duties Act of 1886, which was 
passed on the 28th September last, has effected certain modifi- 
cations in the Customs Duties levied in the Colony of New South 
Wales, The tariff in extenso, together with the Customs Regula- 
tions may be seen on application at the Commercial Department, 
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Board of Trade. The following are the duties levied on some 
of the principal articles of British produce and manufacture 
imported into the Colony :-— 

Admitted free of duty :—Military and naval stores ; ploughs ; 
threshing machines ; winnowing machines; iron—baix, rod, plate, 
bundle, hoop, pig, scrap, and old. 

Paying 5 per cent, ad valorem—Cotton tissues; india-rubber, 
and manufactures of; earthen and china ware, glass, and manu- 
factures of ; hats of all kinds ; leather, wrought and unwrought. 

The duty on iron chains will be at the rate of 20s, per ton; 
lead, sheet, roll or pipe, 40s. per ton; paints and colours ground 
in oil, 60s. per ton; aérated and mineral waters, 6d. per dozen 
pints; calico bags, 3s, 4d. per cwt. gross; pitch, tar, and resin, 
2s. per barrel ; spirits, perfumed, 15s. per gallon ; timber, dressed, 
3s. per 100 ‘superficial feet, rough and undressed, 1s. 6d. per 100 
superficial feet; tapioca and semolina, 1d. per lb.; woolpacks, 
3s. 4d. per ewt. gross; zinc, perforated and manufactured, 3s. 
per cwt.

Modification in Customs Regulations. 


A notification has been received from the Agent General for 
the Cape of Good Hope to the effect that His Excellency the 
Governor of that Colony has ordered :-— 

1. That the following places shall be considered “ free 
ports” for the importation and exportation of goods—that is to 
say, ports into or from which any goods may be imported or 
exported, viz. : 

Bethulie Bridge, in the division of Albert. 

Colesberg Bridge, in the division of Colesberg. 

Frere Bridge, in the division of Aliwal North. 

Kimberley, in the Province of Griqualand West, 
all from the 7th August, 1884. 

2. That the Customs Rebate Act, 1884, shall apply to the 
territories situate beyond the borders of the Cape Colony, which 
are named below, viz. :— 

The Orange Free State, 

The South African Republic, 

British Bechuanaland. 

The subjoined schedule gives the rebate to be granted, and 
the duty less rebate to be paid. The following are the regu- 
lations for the removal and conveyance to and across the borders 
of the Cape Colony of goods in respect of which a rebate may 
be granted under the provisions of the Customs Rebate Act, 
1884 :— 

Ist. All goods entered for rebate must be conveyed to their 
destination beyond the borders of the colony through one of the 
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inland ports appointed by the Governor’s proclamation, and the 
mode of conveyance shall be by railway as far as practicable. 


2nd. No goods in respect of which a rebate of duties payable 
thereon may be granted, shall be delivered for removal until the 
importer of such goods or his agent shall have made the due entry 
of such goods in the manner following, viz.:—He shall deliver to 
the collector or other proper officer at the port or place where 
such goods may have been imported or warehoused a bill of entry 
of the goods containing the name of the importer, and of the 
ship, and of the master, and of the place whence the goods were 
imported, and the particulars of the quantity and quality of the 
goods and of the packages containing the same, and of the marks 
and numbers of packages containing the same, and setting forth 
whether such goods be the produce of the United Kingdom or 
any British Possession or not, and he shall also, at the same time, 
deliver such duplicates of such bill of entry as may be required ; 
and the particulars to be contained in such bill of entry shall be 
written and arranged in such form and manner as the collector or 
other principal officer of customs shall require, and such importer 
or his agent shall at the same time pay down all the duties due 
upon the goods, less only the amount of such rebate as may be 
allowed on the same, and such importer or his agent shall also 
deliver to the proper officer of customs a requisition for removal 
of the goods to their destination, which requisition shall contain, 
besides the particulars of the goods as set forth in the bill of 
entry, the name of the place beyond the borders of the colony to 
which the said goods are to be removed, and the particulars of 
the line of road within the colony over which the said goods are 
to be conveyed, and of the mode of carriage to be used; also a 
declaration by the applicant that the goods sought to be removed 
are intended for consumption beyond the borders of the colony, 
and an undertaking to produce a receipt for the same from the 
consignee. 


3rd. The said importer or his agent shall also give bond, with 
one sufficient surety, to be approved of by the collector or other 
principal officer of customs at the port or place where the goods 
have been imported or warehoused, in double the amount of 
rebate allowed on the goods proposed to be removed, with con- 
dition for the safe removal of such goods to their destination by 
the line of road and by the mode of carriage described in the 
requisition, and with further condition that the said importer, or 
his agent shall produce within such reasonable time as may be 
fixed by such collector or principal! collector of customs, a certifi- 
eate under the hand of the officer in charge of the customs 
station on the border of the colony mentioned in the requisition 
aforesaid, that the said goods have been duly produced to him, 
and that without alteration or diminution of their contents 
according to the account taken thereof prior to their removal, they 
have been duly conveyed across the border at such station,

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It has also been decreed that under the Customs Tariff 
Amendment Act, No. 13 of 1844, Mining Machinery, Agri- 
cultural Machinery, Sewing Machinery and Railway Material are 
free of Customs Duty when imported into the Colony, and from 
the 1st November last, Mining Machinery in transit to places 
beyond the limits of the Colony will be conveyed to the several 
Railway Termini in the Colony, at third class rates instead of 
second class as formerly. 


CANADA. 
Regulations affecting Foreign Vessels trading with Canada. 


The following regulations affecting foreign vessels trading on 
the Canadian coasts and entering the harbours of Canada from 
sea or inland waters came into force on the 10th November 
last. 

I. Foreign vessels may transport cargo and passengers from a 
foreign port and land the same at two or more Canadian ports, 
clearing from each in succession until all of said cargo and 
passengers are landed. 

II. Foreign vessels may take cargo and passengers from two or 
more Canadian ports and transport the same to a foreign port, 
clearing from each in succession, but taking final clearance for 
such foreign port at the last Canadian port which they enter on 
such voyage. 

III. Foreign vessels shall not take freight or passengers at one 
Canadian port and land the same at another Canadian port, and 
the master or owner of any vessel found to have violated this rule, 
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shall be subject to a penalty of 8400 for each such offence, and 
the vessel may be detained until the same is paid. 

LV. Foreign vessels bringing cargo or passengers from a foreign _ 
port, may, after landing the same, be permitted to clear light, to 
ancther Canadian port, and may clear from port to port to 
complete such cargo, taking final clearance as above. 

V. Foreign vessels may tow other vessels from a,foreign port to 
a Canadian port, but if they drop or part from any such vessel 
in Canadian waters, they shall not again take such vessel in tow 
for the purpose of moving the same further in Canadian waters. 

VI. Foreign vessels may tow other vessels froma Canadian port 
to a foreign port, but having parted from such vessels, or any of 
them, in Canadian waters, they cannot again take such vessels in 
tow to move them further in Canadian waters; but this and the 
preceding rule are not to apply to an accidental parting of such 
vessel by breaking hawser or other temporary damages. 

VII. Foreign vessels shall be entitled to the foregoing privi- 
leges only on condition of strict compliance with the provisions of 
the “Customs Act, 1883,” respecting reporting inwards and 
outwards on entering and leaving Canadian ports by the masters of 
such vessels. 

VIII. Where vessels bring cargo or passengers from a foreign 
port consigned to more than one Canadian port, the masters of 
such vessels must make a full report of the whole contents at the 
first port of entry, and distinguish therein the items to be there 
landed, and the ports at which all other items are to be landed. 
Such report must be made in duplicate, with an additional copy 
for each succeeding port at which there are goods to be landed : 
and the collector or proper officer of customs shall mark eacly item 
in such report with the entry number, if entered, and in case of 
any item landed and placed in sufferance warehouse without entry, 
it shall be marked with the letter “ L.” in such report; duplicate 
copies to be filed at said first port of entry, and the others to be 
carried with the vessel, and one to be filed at each succeeding 
port of entry. 

IX. As required by section 234 of the Act 46 Vict. chap. 12., 
the fee of 50 cents for each vessel not over 50 tons, and 1 dollar 
if over 50 tons shall be paid by each such vessel on reporting 
inwards, and the same on obtaining clearance outwards, at each 
port she enters above the port of Montreal. 

X. For any violation of the requirements of these regulations, 
the master or owner of any such vessel shall be subject to a fine 
ot 400 dollars, or such other fine or penalty provided by the Act 
46 Vict. chap. 12. before cited, as may be applicable to the case. 
and the vessel may be detained until such fine or penalty is paid. 

XI. Vessels fitted for and engaged in the deep sea fisheries are 
not included in these regulations.

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VIIL—EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR REPORTS. 


Entry oF GRAIN Baas 1n Russtan Ports. 


With reference to the existing Customs Regulations affecting 
the entry of grain bags in Russian ports, a notification of which 
appeared on page 185 of the last number of the Journal, the 
following additional information in the shape of a translation of a 
decree of the Russian Government, dated the 2nd (14th) October 
last, has been received from Sir R. B. D. Morier, Her Majesty’s 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg :— 

*§1. In accordance with the conclusions of the Committee of 
Ministers, confirmed by his Imperial Majesty on the 15th (27th) 
August last, foreign bags brought by sea in vessels for the 
purpose of being filled with grain or flour for exportation must, 
on the arrival of vessels with such bags on board, be immediately 
declared by the shipmaster in his report, together with a state- 
ment of their number and weight. This declaration shall be as 
binding on the shipmaster as that which he is obliged to make 
under the General Customs Regulations respecting the foreign 
goods imported’ and to be re-exported on board his vessel, and 
for any error he may make in his declaration as to the bags, he 
shall be held responsible in the same degree as for any error in 
the declaraticn of the merchandise he may have on board. The 
bags must be imported by vessels in bales of uniform quantity 
and quality. 

“$2. The Customs officials examining a vessel in accordance 
with Article 484 of the Customs Code shall, after inspecting the 
ship’s stores and appurtenances, also examine the bags and verify 
the shipmaster’s declaration concerning them by weighing several 
bales, taking their average weight, as also by counting the bags 
in some of the bales taken at random. If doubts shall arise as 
to the correctness of a shipmaster’s declaration, or if it shall 
appear on a verification of the weight and number of bags that 
a discrepancy exists between the shipmaster’s declaration and 
the actual quantity of bags found on board, the whole parcel of 
bags shall in such case be subjected to careful inspection, the 
result of which shall at once be inscribed on the shipmaster’s 
report, and the inscription shall be signed by the examining 
officers and the shipmaster. 

“$3. The bags after examination shall be left on board the 
vessel, stored in a separate repository, to which Custom House 
seals shall be attached, and the shipmaster shall be held respon- 
sible for the security of the seals under the provisions of 
Article 425 of the Customs Code. 

Note-—Whenever a vessel, owing to any cause, as for instance, 
a sudden closing of the navigation, or a necessity for extensive 
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repairs, shall remain in port a considerable time, the bags shall 
be lodged in a Customs warehouse in the ordinary course. 


“§4. At the verbal demand of a shipmaster, and with the 
cognizance of the Custom House, a requisite quantity of bags 
shall be issued to him against his receipt by a Customs officer, 
and such delivery shall be made before the vessel commences 
loading grain; a further issue shall be made as necessity for the 
bags arises. The bags not required shall be left under seal in 
the place in which they were originally deposited. 


“$5. The bags shall not be filled with grain on board a vessel, 
otherwise than in the presence of specially appointed Customs 
waiters, who shall keep a tally of the grain-filled bags put in the 
hold of the ship, entering their number on a special list ; they 
shall at the same time vigilantly watch when grain for loading is 
brought to a ship in bags, that the latter are not exchanged for 
the ship’s bags, and that these are not conveyed on shore. The 
Customs officers charged with watching the loading of vessels 
with merchandise destined for exportation shall also exercise 
special supervision over vessels Joading grain in bags. In the 
event of well-founded suspicions arising from an irregular use 
being made of the bags issued, to be filled with grain, custom 
houses shall have the right of verifying the bags at any moment, 
and should any surplus or deficiency be discovered, and compared 
with the proper quantity, they shall hold a shipmaster responsible 
under § 1 of these Instructions. 


“§ 6. At the end of each day, the unused portion of the empty 
bags issued, shall be counted by a Customs officer and deposited 
under seal in the place serving as a repository for them; the bags 
that have been filled with grain must at the end of the day’s 
work be put into the hold, the hatches over which must also be 
sealed. 


«“§7. After a vessel has been loaded, a Customs officer shall 
ascertain from the daily record kept by the Customs waiters and 
signed by the shipmaster (§ 5.) of the bags filled and put into the 
hold, the total quantity of bags used for grain loading and the 
quantity unfilled, comparing them with the shipmaster’s report 
and the original examination of the bags. A special report of 
the results of such scrutiny shall be drawn up and signed by the 
Customs officer and shipmaster. Should a discrepancy be found, 
the shipmaster shall, by immediate decision of the Custom House, 
be made responsible according to § 1. of these Instructions. 


“ §8. During the interval between the completion of loading 
and the departure of a vessel, the repository containing the empty 
bags, as also the hatches over the holds in which the grain in 
bags has been placed, must remain sealed; the seals shall only be 
removed by a Customs officer just before the departure of a 
vessel, excepting, however, that at ports at which advanced 
Customs stations exist, the seals shall be removed by a Customs 
officer at the latter. At ports, which, in addition to a main, 
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possess an advanced Custom House, vessels with sealed places 
shall be furnished by the chief Custom House on their departure 
to the advanced Custom House with a special certificate (yarlyh), 
delivered into the hands of the Customs waiter, accompanying the 
ship, and on this certificate will be specitied the number of seals 
placed on the grain-bag repositories and on the hatches over the 
holds in which grain-filled bags have been loaded, as also the 
quantity of empty bags on board. 

The advance Custom House shall allow vessels furnished with 
such certificates (yarlyks) to depart only after having ascertained 
that the Customs seals have remained intact, and that the 
quantity of bags under seal is entire. Should the seals have 
been broken, rendering a shipmaster liable to the penalty specified 
in Article 525 of the Customs Code, the advanced Custom House 
shall make a careful examination of the empty bags, comparing 
the number found on board with that stated in the certificate, in 
order to subject the shipmaster, should any bags be missing, to 
responsibility under § 1. of these Instructions. 

Note.—For the ports of the Sea of Azoff, the Kertch Custom 
House serves as an advanced Custom House. 

**§ 9. All entries concerning the issue of bags to be filled with 
grain, the sealing of repositories for grain bags; as also all 
entries respecting the results of a verification of the bags, shall 
be made on a separate hatchway note, which, together with the 
certificate (yarlyk) mentioned in §8, shall be transmitted to the 
Comptroller’s Department for the purpose of being attached to 
the shipmaster’s report. 


REGULATIONS AFFECTING THE ENTRANCE OF VESSELS TO 
THE St. CANAL. 


A report has been received from Mr. J. Mitchell, Her 
Mayesty’s Consul at St. Petersburg, enclosing the following trans- 
lation of the Rules officially promulgated on the 7th November 
last, affecting the passage of steam vessels through the Neva 
entrance to the St. Petersburg-Cronstadt Maritime Canal :— 

Ruixs for passing through the Neva entrance to the St. 
Petersburg-Cronstadt Maritime Canal. 

Confirmed by the Minister of Public Works on the 18th 
(30th) July, and officially promulgated on the 26th October 
(7th November) 1886 : 

Sec. 1. A steamer intending to pass through to the Neva 
entrance shall, when approaching that entrance, give a prolonged 
whistle and lower her flag half-mast or half-spankerboom high. 

Sec. 2. So soon as the signalman at the mast of the canal 
entrance shall perceive that a vessel intends to pass through the 
entrance, he will signal whether the vessel may enter and 
whether she must expect to meet another vessel in the entrance. 
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(a.) A red flag* hoisted on the signal mast will indieate that 
no vessel shall pass through the Neva entrance of the canal. 

(b.) A green flag hoisted on the signal mast shall indicate per- 
mission to proceed through the entrance, but that the entering 
vessel must be prepared to meet another in the entrance. 

(c.) The absence of any signal will indicate that the passage 
is free, and that vessels may proceed through the entrance. 

Sec. 3. Vessels issuing out of the canal against the stream, 
shall keep to the side of the Southern Damb (steer port), and 
vessels proceeding from St. Petersburg when meeting others in 
the canal coming from sea, shall keep to the side of the Northern 
Damb (also steering port). 

Sec. 4. In foggy weather merchant or private vessels shall not 
enter the canal from the St. Petersburg end. 

Sec. 5. During a thick fog no merchant or private vessels shall 
be allowed to proceed along the canal. 

Sec. 6. Vessels proceeding from St. Petersburg along the old 
or shallow channel, as also vessels proceeding to St. Petersburg 
along the same channel, shall not cross the line of the red buoys, 
and therefore, when going from St. Petersburg, they must have 
the red buoys on the left or port side, and when proceeding 
to St. Petersburg they must leave the buoys on the starboard 
side. 

Sec. 7. The signals will be shown only during the day, from 
sunrise to sunset. 


Sugar Bounties In Russa. 


A telegram, dated the 3rd December last, has been received from 
Sir R. B. D. Morier, Her Majesty’s Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
to the effect that the payment of bounties closed on the Ist July 
last on all sugar, except that exported to Central Asia, This 
years’ crop will therefore receive no bounty. 


DECISIONS AFFECTING PATENTS IN THE UNITED States. 


A notification of the following decisions affecting Patents in 
the United States has been received from Mr. W. L. Booker, 
Her Majesty’s Consul-Generai at New York, under date of the 
17th November last :— 

« Ayreement relating to Unpatented Inventions. A partner per- 
suaded his co-partner to agree to pay the expenses of experiments 
to perfect an invention made by a third person, in consideration 
of a share in the results. The firm paid the expenses of the 
experiments, and afterwards the first-mentioned partner and the

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inventor took out a patent for the invention in their joint names, 
to the exclusion of the other partner. The New York Court of 
Appeals held (Burr v. De la Verne) that the co-partner could 
maintain an action to compel his associate to carry out the 
agreement. The Court further held, that the agreement was not 
void under the United States Statute requiring every patent, or 
any interest therein to be assigned by an instrument in writing, 
on the ground that the agreement related to an inchoate invention 
not perfected or patentable at the time the agreement was made. 

Patent Rights as Property. The following decision has lately 
been given by the Supreme Court of Rhode Island :— 

“Section 14 of Chapter 222, Public Statutes, provides, that 
execution may issue against the body of the defendant in an 
action of assumpsit, whenever amongst other things the defendant 
has been guilty of fraud ‘in the concealment, detention, or dis- 
position of his property,’ and an order for the execution may be 
granted on an ex-parte hearing without notice to him. <A judg- 
ment debtor who has a valuable patent right, is not entitled to 
withhold it from his creditors upon the ground that it is an incorporal 
or intangible right; such a right is not exempt from attachment 
by law, and one having property not exempt, which he detains 
for his own use, refusing to apply it to the payment of the 
judgment against him, is guilty of fraud in the detention.” 


CONTRACTS OF THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT FOR THE CARRIAGE 
OF THE INDO-CHINESE MAILS. 


The following particulars respecting the proposed conditions 
for contracts of the French Government for the carriage of the 
Indo-Chinese Mails, are extracted from a Report by Mr. J. A. 
Crowe, Her Majesty’s Commercial Attaché for Europe, dated 
the 15th November last :—-- 

“The Budget Committee cf the Chamber of Deputies has been 
making a detailed examination of the estimates of the Posts and 
Telegraphs ; and, according to the reports in the newspapers has 
laid down three fixed rules for the guidance of the Minister in 
drafting contracts for the Indo-Chinese Mail service. According 
to these, the Compagnie des Messageries Maritimes, with whom the 
contract is to be made, is to bind itself to take no higher freight 
for Marseilles than for any foreign port, and to charge no higher 
freight to French charterers than to foreign ones ; but, in addition 
to this, the state is to come to an understanding with the Com- 
pagnie des Messageries Maritimes and the Paris-Lyons Railway 
Company to lower carriage rates and freight, so that silk shall 
reach Lyons as cheaply as it reaches London.”

304 EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR REPORTS. 


Tue AvstTRIAN VINTAGE FOR 1885. 


The following information respecting the Austrian vintage for 
1885 is extracted from a report by Mr. P. T. P. Cautley, Her 
Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Trieste, dated the 10th November 
last: — 

“ The quantity of wine produced in the province of Lower 
Austria in 1885 amounted to 27,480,000 gallons, in Styria to 
15,536,000 gallons, in Carinthia to 8,000 gallons, in Carniola to 
3,558,000 gallons, in Tyrol to 7,443,000 gallons, in Vorarlberg 
to 207,000 gallons, in Bohemia to 288,000 gallons, in Moravia 
to 4,472,000 gallons, in Gorizia-Gradisca to 1,707,000 gallons, 
in Trieste to 61,000 gallons, in Istria to 5,038,000 gallons, and 
in Dalmatia to 22,179,000 gallons, making a grand total of 
87,977,000 gallons. From the above figures it will be seen that 
Dalmatia occupies the sccond rank among the Austrian provinces 
as regards wine, of which by far the greater part is red. 

« ‘The quality of the wine and the proximity of the sea have 
long since destined it to be the source from which France and 
other countries draw their supplies in case of a bad crop. 

*“ The produce is a highly-coloured, full-bodied, fruity wine, 
which can be worked into any quality that may be required. 

“The vintage this year is a good medium as regards quantity, 
and very good as regards quality, and one can say that of all 
European countries, Dalmatia has this year the best crop 
comparatively. 

“Zara, Almissa, Lissa, Blatta di Curzola, and some smaller 
islands, have produced somewhat less than in 1885. Spalato, 
Lesina, Brazza, Solta, and other districts, on the other hand, have 
a finer vintage, and, what is of special consequence, is the quality 
of the wine, which is very good everywhere. 

“Prices range at present between Is. 54d. and 1s. 7d. per 
gallon. Carniola, Istria, and Gorizia have suffered rather severely 
both from peronospera and oidium. 

“Of the rest of the Monarchy one can say that as to quantity 
it is a middling vintage, and as to quality, is a very good one, 
according to the district. 

“From the quality and quantity of the wine, it may be 
predicted that the present prices in Dalmatia will continue 
unaltered.” 


AGENCY OF HUNGARIAN STatTE RatLway COMPANY AT 
BELGRADE. 


Her Majesty's Minister at Belgrade has reported that the 
Hungarian State Railway Company has, with a view of furthering 
trade with Servia, established an agency at Belgrade, and that 
the same Company intends later to appoint an agency at Nisch. 
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COMMERCIAL TREATIES, 


Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Embassy at 
Rome, in a report dated the 21st October last, on the subject of 
Italian Commercial Treaties, says :— 

* In Northern Italy much opposition has lately been expressed 
against the renewal of the existing commercial treaties. In 
Lombardy, especially, the centre of Italian industry, a return to 
a protective system is urged by industrial and commercial 
corporations. 

“ Ttalian beer brewers, during the recent congress at Verona, 
passed the following resolution unanimously,—‘ Seeing that the 
* recent international treaties do not fulfil the requirements of 
* the beer industry, the Congress will urge the Government to 
* denounce them.’ 

« On the other hand, the Chamber of Commerce of Genoa, in 
a recent meeting declared itself in favour of a serious revision of 
the existing treaties in a free trade sense, tempered with com- 
pensatory Customs duties, because admitting the necessity of 
establishing, in the interest of national products a fair equilibrium 
between the burdens imposed on them and the Customs duties 
placed on foreign goods, one must also admit the extreme 
danger to national interests involved in a purely protectionist 
tariff, which by isolating nations, stifles their commerce, aud dries 
up the source of their wealth. 

“In a speech delivered at the Milan Commercial Club, the 
Minister of Commerce observed that Italy’s first treaties of com- 
merce were political rather than commercial, but that Italy was 
now sufficiently independent and strong to be able tu put politics 
aside when defending her own commercial interests. His Ex- 
cellency promised that the wishes of Milan (which are strongly 
protectionist) should receive careful attention, and said that the 
study of the Customs and railway tariffs was not terminated, but 
that lower rates would be fixed for the transport of coal.” 

In a further report on this subject dated the 23rd November 
last, Mr. Kennedy says :— 

* As the question of denouncing existing Commercial Tariff 
Treaties is being much discussed by the public and press in Italy 
it may be useful to give a general sketch of the position of Italy 
towards Great Britain, France, Austria, and Switzerland. 

“The Commercial Treaty with Great Britain does not expire 
for seven years, but not being a Tariff Treaty, British Trade 
depends on the most favoured nation clause, so that were existing 
treaties with France and Austria to be defounced and not 
renewed, British trade imports would be taxed under the General 
Tariff Rates. 

“The Treaty with France expires on 1st February 1892, but 
it may cease on Ist January 1888, upon a twelve months’ 
notice being given. If no notice be given it remains in force 
until 1st February 1892. 

“The Swiss Treaty is in the same position excepting that six 
months (instead of twelve months) notice must be given previous 
to lst January 1888. 
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“The Treaty with Austria expires on 3lst December 1887, 
and if not denounced twelve months previously, continues from 
year to year, but is liable to denunciation each year. 

“Public opinion is certainly in favour of the immediate 
denunciation of all the Tariff Treaties, with a reservation em- 
powering the Italian Government to conclude a new Treaty with 
France before the close of 1887. 

“ Austria it is understood owing to commercial arrangements 
with Hungary will be obliged on first opportunity to raise duties 
on certain important articles of Italian trade, 

“Tt is clear that if the Treaty with France is not denounced 
before the end of this year, Italy will be bound by its provisions 
up to February 1892, and consequently will be less free for a 

ariff negociation with Austria, for it would be difficult for 
Italy to refuse to Austria the favoured nation clause. On the 
other hand by denouncing all Tariff Treaties, and by concluding 
at once a new one with France with intelligent tariff changes, 
Italy may place herself in a stronger position for the inevitable 
tariff war with Austria. 

“Were it not for the annually recurring power of Austria to 
denounce her Tariff Treaty with Italy, the Italian Government 
would probably wish to continue the existing treaties with France 
and Switzerland, which countries in popular estimation are the 
best customers of Italy, because they take from Italy far more 
than they give to her. French trade operations with Italy 
average annually about thirty-five millions sterling being one-third 
of the whole Italian International Trade. France takes about 
twenty millions worth from Italy, and sends about fifteen millions 
worth to Italy. Switzerland takes about five millions worth, and 
sends to Italy about three millions. France and Switzerland also 
take large quantities of silk, wine, and olive oil, the exportation of 
which national products the Government are anxious not to 
disturb. 

“On the other hand Austrian imports into Italy, especially in 
metal manufactures such as locomotives, agricultural implements. 
&c., increase yearly, whilst Italian exports to Austria diminish. 
In 1885, Austria received Italian products to the value of four 
millions, and the value of the exports to Italy amounted to over 
nine millions.” 


ProrvoseD TUNNEL BETWEEN MALMO AND COPENHAGEN. 


With reference to the subject of the proposed tunnel between 
Malmo and Copenhagen, a notification of which appeared on 
p. 194 of the last number of the Journal, Mr. E. Corbett, Hei 
Majesty's Minister at Stockholm, in a despatch dated the 18th 
November last, says—- 

“T was informed yesterday that although the Swedish Commis- 
sioners, who had been appointed to examine, with Danish Repre- 
sentatives, the feasibility and advantage of constructing a tunnel 
under the Sound, had not made their official report, they had 
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unanimously declared against the proposal, as the conditions laid 
down by the persons ready to undertake the work were quite 
inadmissible.” 


INDUsTRY OF GILAN. 

The following particulars respecting a recent attempt made to 
revive the silk industry of Gilan are extracted from a report by 
Mr. A. Nicolson, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Legation at Teheran, 
dated the 21st September last :— 

“ Having heard that some French people had arrived at Resht 
for the purpose of working in a silk factory which was to be 
established there, I made inquiries as to the nature of the enter- 
prise, and have received the following information from the Agent 
of Messrs. Ziegler and Co. at that place :— 

«A Persian subject, residing at Marseilles, has contracted with 
a French firm for the establishment of a silk factory at Resht, 
which has been commenced on a small scale with a view of future 
development. A few Frenchmen and some Spanish women have 
arrived to instruct the natives, but hitherto the business has been 
worked at a loss, Cocoons are sold at too high a price, and the 
great humidity of the locality prevents them from being preserved 
for any time. They furnish very little silk, and it is considered 
that nothing but a complete regeneration of the silkworms, a 
work of several years, could give any hope of success. 

“The Persian undertaker has already spent about 7,000/ on 
his enterprise, and is now in litigation with the contractors. 

“ The attempt, therefore, ta revive the silk industry of Gilan 
seems likely to end in failure.” 


Markinc Prece Goops EXPORTED TO SANTA CATHARINA, 
BraZzin. 

A notification, dated the 21st September last, has been received 
from Mr, R. T. Reidy, Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Santa 
Catharina, to the effect that it is absolutely necessary for British 
merchants or manufacturers to mark the correct lengths upon all 
piece goods which they export to Santa Catharina, as considerable 
annoyance, trouble, and loss have been caused to the importers 
because the pieces did not contain the lengths marked thereon. 


SHIPPING CHARGES IN EcuaporIAN Ports. 


The following information respecting the passing of a new 
stamp law in Ecuador, and its effect upon shipping arriving at 
Ecuadorian ports, has been extracted from a report by Mr. G. 
Chambers, Her Majesty’s Consul at Guayaquil, dated: the 
20th September last :— 

«A new stamp law has been passed by the Congress of the 
Ecuadorian Republic, to come into force on the 1st of January 
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1887, and the following clauses have a bearing upon the shipping 
arriving at Ecuadorian ports :— 

“Each copy of a signed bill of lading to be on sealed paper of 
the value of 10 cents (4d.) for shipment from Ecuador. 

“ Ships’ manifests to bear each a stamp of 10 sucres (say 30s.). 

“Bills of health for vessels to bear a stamp of 5 sucres 
(say 15s.). 

“Permit to load or to discharge a vessel to bear a stamp of 
10 sucres (30s.). 

“ Registers of cargo to bear a stamp of 10 sucres (30s.).” 


CuBAN SuGAR Crop or 1886-87. 


The following information, respecting the prospective sugar 
crop in Cuba, is extracted from a report by Mr. A. de C. Crowe, 
Her Majesty's Consul-General at Havana, dated the 30th 
October last : 

“ Accounts received from the sugar-producing districts in all 
parts of the island tend to the conclusion that the sugar crop of 
1886-1887 will be one of the largest hitherto gathered, and the 
probable result of the grinding is confidently expected to produce 
at least 800,000 tons, a figure not hitherto reached in the sugar 
annals of Cuba. 

“ This calculation is necessarily subject to climatic disturbances 
and should prices at New Year not rise somewhat, or even 
maintain themselves at their present level, this abundance will 
hardly enable planters to recover from the effects of previous 
bad years, 

“ Much of tie last crop remained in the fields owing to the 
inability of planters to defray labour charges for cleaning and 
general purposes. 

“This excess of last year’s material, representing a considerable 
number of hogsheads, will now presumably be worked up and 
increase the expected coming large return. 

“ Planters have been in the habit of complaining of the 
insufficiency of the labour force in the island since slave eman- 
cipation deprived them of forced labour, but in view of the fact 
that the last crop of some 700,600 tons was gathered and ground 
without trouble, this can hardly be the case, moreover, this year 
as many as 45 per cent. of whites were successfully employed 
in the fields and factories, showing that black labour is not 
indispensable on the plantations. This successful employment of 
free white labour has decided some planters to adopt for the 
coming crop a system somewhat similar to that followed by 
European beet-growers, of dividing their field for labour into 
colonies, which, in conjunction with other economical and 
mechanical reforms and improvements will, it is expected, enable 
them to produce cheaper sugar.” 
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VIIIL—MISCELLANEOUS TRADE NOTICES. 


ASSISTANCE TO VESSELS IN DISTRESS ON WEsTERN COAST 
OF SWEDEN. 


The Board of Trade have received information to the effect 
that the Swedish Gunbvat “ Motala,” belonging to the naval 
station at Stockholm, has arrived at Marstrand on the western 
coast of Sweden, to be stationed there during the winter for the 
purpose of assisting ships in distress, 


“GERMAN AND AMERICAN TRADE IN SPAIN. 


The “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce,” of the 30th October 
last, has a letter from a correspondent in Barcelona, de- 
scribing the energy with which the manufacturers of Germany 
and America are advertising and pushing their goods in the 
Spanish market, to the detriment of those of other nations. 
From Germany, handsome volumes, in the Spanish language, are 
sent broadcast through Spain. These volumes contain music, 
engravings, and various other popular attractions, but they are 
really collections of advertisements, setting forth the merit and 
cheapness of German goods in the most attractive form. This 
species of enterprise, according to the correspondent of the 
* Moniteur Officiel,” is successful to an extraordinary degree. 


THE ForEIGN TRADE OF SWEDEN. 


The “ Post och Inrikes Tidningar” of the 24th November last, 
states, that as far as can be judged from the returns of the last 
10 months, the foreign trade of Sweden for 1886, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1885, shows a considerable 
increase in the export of spirits, of fresh fish, of timber, and of 
matches, while there is a considerable falling off in wrought iron 
and iron ore; that the import of coffee, sugar, and spirits has 
increased, and that of fish has decreased. There has been, quite 
recently, a revival in the iron trade, owing to the demand for rail- 
way material in Belgium. 


Danish ARTIFICIAL Butrer 


According to the “ Berlingske Tidende” of the 25th November 
last, the United Chambers of Commerce of the province of 
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Zealand have reported to the Government and to the Rigsdag, on 
the bill for a law regulating the sale of artificial butter, a reference 
to which was made on page 206 of the Journal. They give their 
full support to this measure, and in particular they express a wish 
that those clauses should be made still more stringent, which 
forbid the admixture of cream and butter with artificial butter, 
and which insist that the latter should not be coloured to resemble 
the real article. They particularly state that the colour of the 
Danish butter is the best guarantee which can be offered to the 
foreign markets, and above all to that of England. They make 
a further proposition, that every keg of real butter should bear, 
on exportation, a government stamp as proof of its genuineness. 


DESTINATION OF Exports FROM ICELAND, 


The “ Berlingske Tidende” of the 9th November last, states 
that Newcastle threatens to compete with Copenhagen for Icelandic 
produce. Within the present season a large number of ponies 
and of sheep, which would otherwise have gone to Denmark, 
have been shipped to Newcastle, and have fetched very good 
prices. 


Exrort TraDE or ICELAND. 


The “ Berlingske Tidende” of the 13th November last has 
a leading article, drawing special attention to the need of a 
treaty of commerce between Denmark and Spain, mainly as a 
means of encouraging the trade of Iceland, which is principally 
in dried cod for the Catholic countries of southern Europe. 
The article asserts that if steps are not soon taken the market 
for the fish of Iceland will no longer be Copenhagen, as 
at present, but some port in England or Norway. ° In Iceland 
itself there is every wish to retain Copenhagen as a commercial 
centre, but unless the same advantages can be secured them 
which England offers, it will be impossible to prevent the Ice- 
landers from ceasing to deal with their mother country altogether. 

The “ Berlingske Tidende,” therefore, strongly recommends a 
Dano-Spanish treaty, not so much for the benefit of Iceland, as 
for that of Denmark itself. 


Spanish CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AT CARTHAGENA, 


The following particulars respecting the establishment of a 
Spanish Chamber of Commerce at Carthagena have been 
extracted from the ‘ Moniteur Officiel du- Commerce” of the 
4th November last. 

A Chamber of Commerce was established at Carthagena on 
the 11th July, in accordance ‘with the Royal Decree of 9th 
April last. 


| 
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Its objects, briefly, are as follows :— 

To solicit from or propose to the Government, legislation, the 
execution of works, or reforms in the public service, which may 
be beneficial to trade, as also to furnish them with information 
on any question addressed to them; to encourage and manage 
commercial, industrial, terrestial, and maritime exhibitions; to 
correspond with other commercial and industrial societies, and to 
appoint correspondents ; to establish uniformity in commercial 
ways and customs; to encourage directly or indirectly, com- 
mercial education, by means of public conforences, the publication 
of pamphlets, rewards to the authors of the best works on com- 
merce, and the creation of commercial schools; to appoint repre- 
sentative delegates te attend commercial congresses; to settle 
(when demanded) all disputes of merchants, manufacturers, and 
shipowners, and those between employers and workmen; to intro- 
duce the system of arbitration in trade matters; to institute 
criminal proceedings in cases of commercial fraud; to employ 
agents to protect commercial interests, as well as those of manu- 
facturers and workmen, and to draw up and publish a yearly 
report. 

The Chamber will be consulted by the Government upon all 
projects dealing with commercial and shipping questions, the 
modification of tariffs, the establishment of exchanges, and, finally, 
eommercial, industrial, and maritime instruction. 


ComMMERCIAL Museum at Lispon. 


A notification appears in the “ Exportation Francaise ” for the 
month of October last, to the effect that the Portuguese Govern- 
ment has decided upon the formation of an industrial and com- 
mercial museum at Lisbon, and that a section will be reserved for 
a permanent and free exhibition of French products. 


CommerciAL Museum at Rosario. 


According to the ‘ Exportation Frangaise” for the month of 
October last, a commercial museum, intended as a permanent 
exhibition of French samples, has been established at Rosario. 
The object of this commercial museum will be to facilitate inter- 
course between the French manufacturers and merchants and the 
comutercial houses of Rosario and the interior. 


TRADE AT JAPANESE Ports. 


A letter from the French Consul at Yokohama, appears in the 
< Moniteur Officiel du Commerce,” of the 4th November last, in 
which particulars are given respecting the ports of Japan, The 
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writer states that, although seven Japanese ports are nominally 
open to European trade; there are only three, Yokohama, Hiogo- 
Kobe, and Nagasaki, in which any considerable trade is carried on 
with the west. Hiogo-Kobe takes the place of Osaka, which now 
contains no foreign merchants. The trade of Hakodadi, which 
was at one time important, is now entirely insignificant.| 


ForeEIGN TRADE OF JAPAN. 


The “ Moniteur des Intéréts Matériels” of the 17th October 
last gives a summary of the recent Report of the General 
Chamber of Commerce of Yokohama on the trade of Japan in 
1885. According to this statement, the value of exports from 
that country was 36,108,357 dollars in 1885 as against 33,016,428 
dollars in 1884, and the imports 28,327,571 dollars in 1885 as 
against 28,821,024 in 1884. The report accounts for the diminu- 
tion in imports by a reference to the commercial depression from 
which Japan has suffered during the last two years, the price of 
exported products being so very low that the producer scarcely 
obtains any profit. 

The exportation of tea has largely increased, although, at the 
beginning of the season, there was a fear that the crop had been 
injured by hoar-frost. The trade in copper increases, in spite of 
the unprecedentedly low price which this article obtains. The 
trade in silk remained in a very unfavourable condition until near 
the close of 1885, but in the month of November the European 
market rose, and the year ended with very happy auspices for this 
branch of commerce. 

In closing the report, the Chamber of Commerce has to confess 
that the commercial prospect in Japan is far from promising. The - 
decrease in imports shows the poverty of the producing classes ; 
and, although the total figure of exports is higher than it has been 
for any preceding year, except 1882, it is impossible to see any 
sympton of prosperity in this increase. As long as the depression 
of trade continues, the commercial prosperity of Japan must 
continue to decline. 


Tre Minina INDUSTRIES OF CHINA. 


The United States Consul at Hong Kong, in a recent report 
on the Mining Industries of China, says :— 

“The small advances made by the Chinese in developing and 
utilizing the mineral wealth of their country, mainly attributable 
to the innate hostility of the people and the Government to any 
innovation on ancient usages and customs, would appear to have 
received recently an impetus in the province of Kuangtung, which 
justifies the expectation of impending progress. 

“ This is due mainly to the efforts and enterprise of Ho Amei, 
a native of Canton, who, after some years residence in Australia, 
has returned to his native province, with the accumulated know- 
ledge and experience derived from his connexion with mining 
enterprises in that country. 
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“ He has leased a silver mine at Tamchow, from which con- 
siderable ore had been taken, but the workings had been 
abandoned on account of water, which they could not get rid of 
with the appliances then used. To overcome the obstacle hitherto 
insuperable to mining as conducted by Chinese, he has provided 
mining machinery of the most modern and improved character. 

* But his efforts to secure from the Chinese Government the 
adoption of a more liberal policy in connection with mining 
operations are worthy of more attention. From a speech delivered 
by him at the opening of the ‘Tai Yu Shan silver lead mine, a 
few miles from Hong Kong, we gather the following particulars, 
which are of importance in this connection : 

“ He has obtained from the provisional Government of Canton 
permission to work the mines. He endeavoured to impress the 
Government with the important fact that by opening up the 
mineral resources of the country not only would profits accrue to 
those engaged in this business, but that great benefit would 
be derived from the employment of large numbers of the labouring 
classes, thereby furnishing remunerative employment to them at 
home, preventing emigration, and adding to the wealth of the 
country. 

“ He also urged the establishment by the Government of an 
‘ Office of Mines,’ at which any person could obtain a license to 
open and work mines. ‘This proposal has been favourably con- 
sidered by the Viceroy, who has memorialized the Throne for 
Imperial sanction. The Viceroy has already appointed two 
totuis as superintendents of the mining office which was opened 
about the Ist of March, and for about 210/. any Chinaman could 
obtain a license to work any mine in perpetuity, the Government 
receiving a royalty of the proceeds after all expenses are paid. 
This royalty the Viceroy and high officials have fixed at 10 per 
cent. for silver, that on other metals, to be determined hereafter. 
More than 50 applications for license have been sent in since this 
office was opened, but before license is granted, the authorities 
will consult the residents in the vicinity of the proposed localities, 
to ascertain whether they object, for it seems admitted that, 
unless the operators have the support of the public, they cannot 
expect to succeed. 

“T have deemed these facts of sufficient interest to report 
them, as they are indicative of progress, and justify the expecta- 
tion that the day is not far distant when the mineral resources of 
this country will be developed, and a demand be created, not only 
for mining machinery of the most approved patterns, but also for 
the services of skilled mining engineers and other operatives, 
whose services must, for a time at least, prove indispensable. I 
will add that I have submitted this statement mainly because the 
‘Tai Yu Shan’ Mine is located on the Island of Lantao, only 
six or seven miles from Hong Kong, and that I had opportunity 
of judging by ocular inspection of the rich character of the galena 
exposed in the preliminary blastings.” 
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THE Economic Conpiti0on oF CHILI. 


The “ Moniteur des Interéts Matériels” of the 31st October 
last, in commenting on the economic condition of Chili, warns its 
readers against supposing that the diminution of over eleven 
million dollars in the import trade of that country for 1885, as 
compared with 1884, shows any decline in the prosperity of Chili. 
It is merely owing to the immense quantity of material which 
was imported in 1884 to facilitate the rapid construction of the 
new State railways. On the other hand, a diminution of some 
four million dollars in the exports of 1885 is accounted for by 
the depreciation in the value of copper. It is evident that too 
little time has yet elapsed since peace was declared between Chili 
and Peru to emphasise the material progress of the former, which, 
however, is not doubted by close observers. 


COMMERCIAL PROSPERITY OF SMYRNA. 


The “ Levant Herald,” of the 28th October last, in an article 
on the trade of Smyrna, points out that the commercial prosperity 
of that port, which is the principal channel through which the 
products of Asia Minor pass into Europe, becomes less every year, 
and that if steps are not taken for its revival, Smyrna will cease 
to be one of the trading centres of the world. The ‘Levant 
Herald” preserves a very guarded tone, and gives no opinion as 
to the cause of this rapid and persistent decline, to the existence 
of which, however, it feels it to be a duty to draw public 
attention, 


DECLARATIONS OF GOODS IMPORTED INYO Mexico. 


The “ Economiste Frangais” of the 27th November last, states 
that the Mexican Minister of Commerce has recently issued the 
following circular respecting the importation of foreign goods into 
Mexico :— 

Pineal importers of foreign goods and various members of the 
administration have held the opinion, that the interpretation which 
ought to be placed upon Article 40 of the general ordinance 
of customs, which inflicts double duties upon all goods, the 
bill of lading of which is found to inaccurately describe the 
quality, is that the sum of the double duties should be calculated, 
not on the total of the duties which the goods ought properly to 
pay, but only on the difference between those imposed upon the 
article incorrectly described, and that which actually applies to 
the goods themselves. 

“There is no foundation for this opinion, and it is opposed to 
the text of the article itself. The President of the Republic, 


therefore, to avoid all further misconception, has decided that the 
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following rules are to be observed in every case of inexact 
declaration. 

“1, If, when goods are entered at the custom-house, it is proved 
that the quality of such goods does not agree with the declaration 
which has been made, the penalty of double duties will be 
enforced, on the total of the amount of the duties which the goods 
ought to pay. 

*©2. In cases where the declaration is inexact as regards only one 
portion of the goods, the penalty of double duties shall apply only 
to the total amount of the articles which have been incorrectly 
declared. 

“3. If the declaration is proved to be false as regards the 
quantity of the goods, the penalty of double duties shall be 
calculated on the total amount of the sum which ought to be paid 
by the articles which have been declared at less than their 
quantity.” 


PETROLEUM INDUSTRIES OF RUSSIA, 


The “Moniteur des Intéréts Matériels” of the $lst October 
last, has an article on the petroleum industry on the shores of 
the Caspian Sea. It states that there are now no less than 200 
refineries of petroleum in the neighbourhocd of Baku, the principal 
port of this district, and that the exportation of mineral oil is 
increasing regularly and with great rapidity. The amount of 
petroleum exported from Baku in 1876 was 50,000 tons; in 1885 
993,000 tons were exported. When the difficulty of bringing 
the oil to the sea has been completely surmounted, the trade of 
Baku is likely to attain very vast proportions. Large sums have 
been voted by the Russian Government for the improvement of 
the chief ports of the Black Sea, and there is every reason to 
expect that in a short time we shall see the mineral oils of the 
Caucasus drive the American oils out of a great part of the 
European market. 


Tur PETROLEUM INDUSTRY OF GALICIA. 


The following information respecting the petroleum industry of 
(falicia, is extracted from a report by the United States Consul 
at Vienna, dated the 7th May last :— 

“ The producers of Galician petroleum are clamouring for the 
paternal assistance of the Government. They ask for subsidies to 
build improved refineries, which will enable them to furnish a 
somewhat better article than the dangerous and smoky illumi- 
nating fluid which they are now compelled to place upon the 
market. It is not at all improbable that their prayer will be granted, 
especially since the present Minister of Finance sympathises with 
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his Polish countrymen, and is truly anxious to better their con- 
dition and further their industries. It is said that the concession 
to erect a refinery near Trieste under the favourable conditions and 
privileges herein-before mentioned will only be granted with the 
proviso that the Trieste Syndicate shall also erect a refinery in 
Galicia. 

“In this way it is probably intended to alleviate indirectly the 
sufferings and misery of that class of Galician labourers who are 
employed in the petroleum district. In calling attention to the 
lamentable condition of these Galician labourers, I wish to say 
distinctly that my impression is based entirely upon official 
reports, and not upon private communications, and that it must 
therefore necessarily be strictly true and wholly reliable. 

“ The mineral oil industry in Boryslaw and Wolunka employs 
in all 8,223 labourers, who are registered, and about 4,000 un- 
registered labourers. In Boryslaw and Wolunka, about 11,000 
labourers find employment in the petroleum mines. The petro- 
leum is not raised to the surface by pumps, but is obtained in the 
same manner as minerals. Shafts and pits are dug to reach it. 
In Boryslaw and Wolunka about 1,350 of these shafts have been 
dug. Though the new laws of Austria prescribe the necessary 
regulations to protect the life and health of the labourers, no 
attention is paid to these regulations by the proprietors of the 
mines. Only three superintendents are employed for the whole 
petroleum district, thus necessitating the superintendence of no 
less than 475 shafts by each superintendent. It is, of course, 
_ impossible that under these circumstances the laws can be obeyed, 
and the labourer properly cared for. The proprietors manage 
things as it suits them, and at the least possible cost. These 
proprietors place the hiring and paying of labourers in the hands 
of cashiers, who have entire control over them. 

“The labourers are divided into two classes, those who are 
employed regularly and constantly, and those who work only at 
intervals. The workmen of the first class are treated by these 
cashiers like cart-horses. The cashier boards and lodges them, 
and employs them. For the favour of this employment alone, 
the labourer pays the cashier a commission of 10 per cent. of his 
wages, which for 12 hours’ work amount from 50 kreuzers to 
one florin. The balance of 90 per cent. of his earnings he is 
compelled to pay to the cashier or his wife, for board and lodging 
and drink. He is always in debt when the balance is struck, so 
that he neither has the means to clothe himself, nor to escape 
from this truly pitiful slavery. ° 

“These petroleum slaves, clad in miserable rags, may be seen 
in droves any day at Boryslaw, and the terrible fate of these men 
is really deplorable. They must work hard and drag along a 
miserable existence, in spite of the not inconsiderable rates of 
wages, (for the Austrian inspectors of industries believe the rate 
of wages, ranging from 50 kreuzers to one florin per day, 10d. to 
ls. 8d., for 12 hours’ hard labour, to be “ not inconsiderable.” 
This opinion characterizes sufficiently the condition of the labour- 
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ing classes of Austria, compared with which the condition of the 
American labourer would seem to be a state of affluence and 
happiness), while unconscionable speculators pocket the profits of 
their labour. 

“The labourers who are not permanently engaged are some- 
what more independent of the cashiers. 

“ At six o'clock in the morning and six o’clock in the evening, 
when the gangs of labourers change, hundreds of these working 
men assemble in front of some drinking shop and form a sort of 
labourer’s market, and are then hired for the ensuing twelve hours. 
As they do not trust the cashiers, they insist upon payment in 
advance, but, like the men permanently engaged, they are com- 
pelled to suffer a deduction of 10 per cent. payable to these 
cashiers for the favour of being hired, and the balance of their 
earnings generally goes into the pocket of the cashier and his wife 
for provisions and rum. 

** All these labourers are constantly suffering under this oppres- 
sion; their food is poor, they are exposed to all sorts of dangers 
during the hours of labour, exposed as well to all sorts of disease, 
and their demoralization is general. 

‘Tn order to obtain a correct opinion of the physical and moral 
degradation of the labourers of Boryslaw, it is quite sufficient to 
cast a glance into one of the labouring men’s quarters, where, in 
one narrow room sixty or seventy persons of both sexes, clad in 
filthy rags, are lying together so closely that they cannot turn 
from one side to the other. 

“ They are not of one race, but a heterogeneous conglomeration 
collected from all countries, degraded beings who are not regarded 
nor treated as human beings, and for whose fate nobody seems to 
care. Whether a labourer breaks his neck or dies miserably, 
matters not ; there are always unfortunates ready to step into his 
place, and this seems to be regarded as the most important con- 
sideration. The labourer, like the draught animal, is only con- 
sidered of value here while he retains the capacity to work. 

* The labourer who falls sick is to be commiserated most. He 
is left to his fate in the most cruel manner, and, as it is claimed, 
secretly transported beyond the Boryslaw territory, so that he 
may not become a burden to the proprietors of the petroleum 
mines. 

* Dr. Lechowsky, physician at the hospital in Dorhobyez, 
asserts that labourers smitten with disease have been brought to 
the hospital entirely naked.” 
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IX.—CONDITION OF AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRIES 
IN GERMANY. 


The following particulars respecting the general condition of 
the agricultural industries in Germany have been extracted from 
a recent report by the United States Consul at Crefeld :— 

“The business of farming in Germany has been for some years 
and is now in a depressed and very unsatisfactory condition. 
This fact is particularly apparent in the prevailing low value of 
farms as compared with previous years. It is said by those who 
are in a position to be well-informed upon the subject, that in 
districts which are remote from large cities, and where the con- 
sumption of milk and other perishable farm products is small, that 
farming properties can be purchased for 50 per cent. of their 
former value. 

‘‘Farmers who purchased their farms at the high prices of 
previous years, especially those prevailing after the German- 
French War of 1870-71, and who paid in full for them, have 
sunk, it is said, half of the capital thus invested. That larger 
class of farmers who purchased their land at about the same 
dates, making smail payments in cash, and giving heavy mort- 
gages as security for balances due, have suffered still more 
severely. 

“The chief reason named as the cause of this downward 
tendency in the value of farms, which is still unchecked, and the 
continued impoverished condition of the middle-class farmers, are 
the unusually low prices, steadily maintained in all the markets of 
the country, for grain and cattle; and these depressed prices, it is 
said, have been brought upon the country in consequence of the 
immense importations from Russia, America, and the English 
East Indies of similar articles of food. 

“ Many intelligent farmers mention, as one of the causes of 
agricultural depression, the operations of the German agrarian 
laws, which, they say, do not favour as much as they ought to do, 
the general farming interests of the country, and refer especially 
to existing provisions, according to which, children inheritin 
farm estates have the right to claim a division of the land, and 
require their respective shares to be set off for their separate use. 
The result naturally is, that if the heirs avail themselves of 
their rights and insist upon such division of the land into equal 
parts, the share apportioned to each is generally too small for their 
separate support ; or, in case one heir should purchase the entire 
estate, he is obliged to place a mortgage upon it in order to raise 
the money necessary to settle with joint heirs, and in this way 
generally assumes burdens heavier than he can support, and a 
following consequence is, in a large majority of cases, the money- 
lenders or speculators who hold the mortgages foreclose, and, by 
usual legal processes, take possession of the estate, 
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“Tn this manner, it is stated, a surprisingly large number of 
farms fall into the hands of speculators, who either divide the 
land into small holdings for tenants, or combine several farms 
into one large tract, which is sold to capitalists, and they, in turn, 
rent the land to tenants, who, through careless management, allow 
it to depreciate in value and yield, and thus deprive the country 
of the natural abundance which the land is capable of producing. 

** As a consequence, it is by some apprehended that, in the 
absence of appropriate legislation upon the subject (but what 
kind of remedial legislation is not suggested), the middle-class 
farmers will, sooner or later, disappear, and their lands gradually 


pass into the possession of comparatively few and wealthy owners, 


as in England and Ireland, 

“It is also alleged by some energetic defenders of the farming 
interests that the manufacturing indusiries of the country have 
been better protected by legislation than the agricultural 
industries. 

** The Imperial Government have during the last two or three 
years carefully investigated the numerous complaints of farmers, 
and are now doing all that seems reasonable and possible for the 
agricultural classes, and the work of the Imperial Chancellor, who 
has been especially active in their behalf, appears to have been 
highly appreciated and gratefully acknowledged by farming com- 
munities. The prohibition of the importation of some articles of 
food, and the increased duties provided for others, does not, how- 
ever, appear up to the present date to have benefited the farmers 
in a direct way, as the pressure of low prices upon agriculture still 
continues. But the new tariff law provides that a certain portion 
of the income from such increased import duties shall be paid over 
to certain district authorities for the benefit of farmers, and such 
sum is credited on their tax bills. In this manner they are 
indirectly benefited by the increased duties on food products. 

“The sugar manufactories are mostly in the hands of com- 
panies which control large amounts of capital, and only a few 
establishments are in possession of agricultural associations. Up 
to the present date the Government has refunded to the manu- 
facturers the entire duties collected on export sugar, and for this 
reason their dividends have been large ; but farmers who produce 
the beets do not seem to have been benefited by this liberal 
measure, as the price of sugar beets has been tending steadily 
downward, 

“ Farmers are, however, growing wise by experience, for they 
have learned that the conversion of their sugai-beet crops into 
beef, by feeding them to cattle, is a much more profitable trans- 
action than selling them for sugar purposes at present prices, and 
the result will be probably an advance in the price of sugar during 
the next two or three years, 

“The most recent measure proposed in the interests of farmers, 
is what is termed the ‘schnapps’ or brandy ‘monopoly.’ 
Nearly all large farms have small brandy distilleries connected 
with them. ‘There are also many small farms that are in some 
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way connected with such distilleries, and their number would be 
much larger if they were able to compete with the wealthier and 
larger producers. There are extensive districts of light, sandy 
soil in Germany, especially in East Prussia, which produce 
immense quantities of potatoes, that are consumed in the manu- 
facture of ‘schnapps’ or brandy. In localities containing better 
soil, this article is made from grain, fruits, and grape skins, the 
latter producing the best quality of brandy. 

“For the people who inhabit districts of country that are 
marshy and ill-drained, the Imperial Government have provided 
liberal assistance by constructing and maintaining systems of 
efficient drainage. In mountainous localities forests have also 
been planted. 

“It is noticeable throughout Germany that scientific and 
modern methods of cultivating the soil are rapidly superseding 
past usages, and that the business of farming is being conducted 
upon the basis of higher intelligence and business-like principles.” 


X.—GERMAN AND BRITISH TRADE IN BRAZIL. 


The following information on the subject of the causes of 
increase of German trade in Brazil at the expense of British 
trade is extracted from a Report dated the 25th October last by 
Mr. W. H. D. Haggard, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Legation 
at Rio de Janeiro :-— 

“TI see no reason to alter the opinion I have on various 
occasions expressed as to the growth of German at the expense 
of English trade in this country. I do not mean to say that 
British trade is declining. It is not, it is rather increasing in 
bulk, but, particularly in the southern provinces, German com- 
petition has so decreased the price of English goods that they 
hardly pay the merchant and the manufacturer for the greater 
cost of production in England as compared with Germany. 

*‘ This, as far as Brazil is concerned, constitutes the so-called 
depression of British trade. Of trade there is plenty, but it does 
not pay. Not so with German goods. They are produced at far 
Jess cost than British manufactures ; they are not as good or as 
durable, but they are more showy and catch the Brazilian eye. 
Add to this that the German trader is now more energetic and 
pushing, more industrious, more economical in his personal habits 
and in his mode of conducting business, and moreover content with 
smaller profits, and it will be seen why he makes what is to him 
a fortune, while the British merchant who goes on his old ‘hum- 
drum ’ way changing nothing, save the price of his goods, or even 
not changing that, fails or goes away altogether, or makes a bare 
livelihood where he used to make a fortune. 

“The Englishman has a further difficulty to contend against 
in the falsification of English trade marks, which affects him very 
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severely in this country. This is however, a mere item, and the 
fact is, I think, indisputable, that the main causes of British 
depression in trade are those which I have enumerated. 

“A very striking instance of the failure of British trade to 
supply the want of this country is to be found in the fact that 
Antwerp is now almost, if not quite as much the head-quarters 
of the Royal Mail steamers, which trade with this country and 
the Plate, as is Southampton. They there tap the German and 
Belgian trade, and the manufactures uf these countries form a 
very considerable, if not a chief part of their cargoes outward 
bound. 

“The captain of one of the steamers belonging to Messrs. 
Lamport and Holt, which have been for the last seven years 
running between Rio Janeiro and Porto Alegre, one of the most 
rising commercial ports in this country, told me that the foreigin 
trade there is practically in German hands, and that during his 
experience the amount of German goods carried by his ship has 
increased from an average on each voyage south, of twenty tons 
at first to two hundred and fifty tons at present, or in the ratio 
of twelve hundred and fifty per cent: while that of English goods 
has only increased from forty to one hundred and fifty tons, or in 
the ratio of little more than two hundred and fifty per cent. 
These tigures speak for themselves, and bear out the remarks I 
have ventured to make, that while English trade is increasing in 
bulk, German trade is doing so much faster. 

** A circumstance has come to my knowledge which is_ perhaps 
more alarming, as affecting the future interests of English trade 
here, than anything of which I have previously heard. Hitherto 
the German has only contended with us in articles of clothing, 
stuffs, &c.; now he threatens, he has begun to invade us, not 
unsuccessfully, on ground where we, too confident, thought 
ourselves unassailable. The agent of a German company con- 
tracted for the supply of Bessemer steel rails to the ‘ Itapemirim 
Railroad.’ The same firm wished to tender for the locomotives 
required. The Railroad Company wished to have Baldwins’ 
(American) engines. These locomotives cost about 1,800/. each. 
The German Agent offered to supply as good a locomotive for 
1,150/. each, but the railway company would have nothing but 
Baldwin’s engines. The German Agent then offered to let his 
engine run for 12 months without payment, and agreed to take 
it back if it did not prove satisfactory. 

“Jt is a most significant fact that during this contest there is 
nv mention of any English firm making any tender, and whilst 
this instance proves the energy of the German agents, and how 
hard they are working to get a footing for their machinery in 
Brazil, it also proves the want of energy of the British contractor 
and manufacturer. 

“ As is well known, there exists a European syndicate of iron 
founders, who have agreed not to deal below a certain fixed 
figure. Each firm belonging to that syndicate engages, while 
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pushing his own business to the best of his ability, not to interfere 
in any transaction which is being negotiated by any other member 
of the syndicate. 

“Tt follows ceteris paribus that those firms which have the 
best agents do the most work. The German firm in question 
was, I am informed,a member of this syndicate, to which the 
leading English firms also belong, they had therefore an equal 
chance with the German company of obtaining the contract; as 
they did not do so, it would appear that the German company 
was the better served by its agents. Perhaps, however, the most 
striking instance of loss to an English firm, through want of 
energy or failure to recognise the signs of the times has lately 
oceurred in this city, An English company has for years had 
the monopoly of the gas supply. Their contract coming to an 
end, the Brazilian authorities offered to renew it to them on more 
favourable terms (to the town). The English company demurred 
for some time, when suddenly the question was decided for them 
by the contract being given to a Belgian company ; and I heard 
the other day on what I cannot but consider as very good authority, 
that this company had cleared 10,000/. profit in the first month. 

* These changes then, are not due, 1 believe to any special 
protection on the part of German or Belgian officials, or to any 
want of such protection on the part of British diplomatic or 
consular agents, they are simply a natural effect of a natural 
cause, which can only be removed or alleviated in a natural 
manner. Let the British ironmaster or other trader, now that he 
has not, as he formerly had, the command of the market, show 
the same energy as his German or other foreign rival. Let him 
be content with smaller profits ; let him manage his houses and 
stores here, and as far as possible his manufactories at home on 
strictly economical principles, and he wili do far more himself 
towards holding his own, than can be done for him by diplomatic 
or consular fostering or protection.” 
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XI—IRON INDUSTRIES OF ITALY. 


Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Embassy at 
Rome, in a report, dated the 8th November last, on the progress 
of the Terni Iron Works says :—~ 

“The Terni Blast Furnace and Steel Works Company at a 
recent meeting of shareholders (17th October) resolved to increase 
their capital by 800,0002, with the double object of developing 
certain lignite mines, and of erecting blast furnaces at Civita 
Vecchia for making pig iron from Elba iron ores. 

* These ores belong to the State, and hitherto have been largely 
exported to England to be returned as pig iron. 

“ From the Report of the Council of Administration we learn 
that the 'lerni Company’s works are divided into five departments 
with separate budgets; (1), mines and workshops and blast furnaces 
in Val Trompia, with a capital of 140,000/.; (2), blast furnaces at 
Civita Vecchia with a capital of about 160,000/.; (3), lignite mines 
at Terni and Spoleto, with «a capital of about 140,000/.; (4), 
foundry at Terni, with a reserve blast furnace, and capital of 
120,000/.; (5), stecl works at Terni, with a capital of about 
720,0007. 

“ The Report proceeds to state that a small amount of pig iron 
is produced in Italy from Elba ore and by charcoal fuel, but that 
the amount is barely 6,000 tons per annum. 

“The Terni Company, without calculating the pig iron 
necessary for the 35,000 tons of machinery imported last year, 
consumes annually about 40C,000 tons of iron and steel of 1st 
and 2nd manufacture, for the production of which about 500,000 
tons of pig would be required, if scrap iron and steel were not 
used for the manufactures made in Italy. 

* Besides the above, Italy consumes about 50,000 tons of pig 
almost entirely in foundries, 

“The increased importation of pig recorded since 1880 is 
chiefly due to the wants of the Terni foundry, The limited 
operations commenced in the steel works will increase the im- 
portation of pig by about 30,000 tons during the present year. 

“Tf, however, from the 540,000 tons of pig necessary for the 
annual requirements of Italy we deduct the 80,000 tons of scrap 
iron imported, Italy would still want over 450,000 tons for iron 
and steel, which, if only suitable mineral ore and fuel were forth- 
coming, could be manufactured with a certainty of sale in the 
country sO soon as we possessed in addition to the foundries, 
workshops for making ‘ pig’ into iron and steel. Under present 
conditions Italy neither manufactures iron nor produces ‘pig,’ 
and draws her supplies of iron and steel from foreign countries. 

“The Terni works will be able to produce from 130,000 to 
140,000 tons of steel, and consequently to consume 150,000 tons 
of pig annually. Such an establishment cannot remain exposed 
to the danger of finding itself deprived of the raw material, the 
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more so because the possession by Italy of a great national 
workshop is the chief reason of its existence. 

“ These ‘are the reasons which have induced the company to 
manufacture “pig” for at least some portion of their own con- 
sumption. 

* As regards high class manufactures for requirements of the 
Army, Navy, and Railways, the report states that the object of 
the new establishment in Val Trompia is to manufacture armour- 
plating and similar products with iron derived from the spathic 
ore (spatico) which is exceptionally good in that locality. 

The'reports adds “ We have been invited to furnish ingots for 
the manufacture of cannon which, when we can produce them 
from steel obtained from the above-mentioned mineral ore, and 
when they can be forged by the 100-ton hammer, will surpass 
in quality anything manufactured elsewhere. 

“The plant will serve for various other manufactures such as 
shafts for screw steamers. 

“ We must aim at exportation, and favoured as we are at Terni 
by water power for the motors and by fuel for the furnaces, by 
steel which we shall cbtain from the Brescia mineral ore, un- 
rivalled in Europe, we shall overcome all competition. 

“ There would appear to be confusion in the number of ‘tons of 
pig and wrought iron recorded in the report of the Council of 
Administration of the Terni Ircn Works. The statement also 
that pig is made in Italy with charcoal requires confirmation, but 
making allowance for the sanguine statements provided for the 
shareholders, there is no doubt that a determined attempt is being 
made by the Terni Company with Government approval and pro- 
tection to make Italy independent of foreign imports of pig and of 
manufactured steel. Minerai ores are to be obtained in ample 
quantities in Italy. The one deficiency is coal which must con- 
tinue to be imported from Great Britain, but which it is hoped 
may be greatly replaced by the lignite and by water, of which 
latter there is abundance at Terni. 

“Hitherto the greater amount of mineral ores extracted in 
Italy have been exported. In 1885 there were exported to 
England 35,546 tons of iron ore, valued at 26,8791, 6,690 tons of 
lead ore, valued at 46,8957, and 7,405 tons of copper ore, valued 
at 40,1391, besides great quantities of sulphur, mercury, and 
zinc. 

“Without doubt, the Terni Steel Works possess the great 
advantages of cheap labour and of great water-power, the equi- 
valent, it is said, of 5,000 horse-power. 

“It appears, also, that the company will utilize the iarge 
deposits of lignite existing in the neighbourhood of Spoleto in 
working gas-furnaces for making steel chiefly by the Bessemer 
and Siemens-Martin processes. 

**Pig iron from Elba ore can be made very cheaply with 
imported coai or coke. It is reckoned that smelting the Elba ore 
at Civita Vecchia, the ‘pig’ would cost about 46s. per ton; 
whereas imported Bessemer ‘pig’ for steel making cannot at 
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the present moment be had under 55s. a ton, delivered at an 
italian port. 

' “Tt is reported that the Terni Works have aiready made sure of 

supplying all the requirements of Italian railways (steel rails and 

accessories) for years to come, besides holding Government orders 

for armour-plates and ship-building steel. 

“ Under existing prices and duties, steel rails cost about 4. 10s. 
per ton delivered at an Italian port, which is equal to 112 lire, 
and the duty is 30 lire, making @ total of 142 lire; the 
bounty established by the Railway Conventions on home-made 
articles is 5 per cent. on this, equal to 7 lire, thus making a 
grand total of 149 lire. Consequently, at present, the Terni 
Works ought to be paid at the rate of about 150 lire, or 6/ per 
ton of steel rails; but, if the duty be increased, as seems probable, 
they would get a proportionately higher price, not to mention the 
further advantages they would derive from a rise in the present 
price of British steel rails. 

“ The question might be stated thus :—Italy possesses an ample 
supply of iron ore of good quality. Supposing that she imports 
coal from England wherewith to smelt them; in what respect is 
she worse off than a country which is obliged to import the ore, 
but which possesses coal ? 

“ The freight of the coal counterbalances that of the ore. if, 
therefore, to cheap labour and water-power be added Government 
protection, the Terni Steel Works are likely to prosper, and the 
importation of British scrap, pig and manufactured steel to 
diminish.”

The other two relate respectively to the United 
Kingdom and to Foreign Countries, The Colonial Abstract has 
been considerably enlarged since its first publication, and the 
total trade of each Colony with every country of commercial 
importance is now shown, An abstract of the rates of import 
duty on the principal Articles in each Colonial Possession is also 


appended. 


3. Agricultural Returns of Great Britain, with Abstract Returns 
for the United Kingdom, British Possessions, and Foreign Countries, 
[C. 4847.] Price 1s, 3d. 

These are the Annual Returns which for many years were 
issued by the Board of Trade, but since 1883 have been prepared 
by the Agricultural Department of the Privy Council Office, 
The Inland Revenue Office collects the details for Great Britain 
as heretofore. 

Besides tables of the Acreage under crop and the Number of 
Live Stock in Great Britain, and an Abstract for Ireland, this 
publication contains a mass of comparative information as to 
imports of food from abroad, and the prices of various agricultural 
produce. A special Return of Allotments has been obtained this 
year in Great Britain and is here summarised, together with an 
Abstract of a Return of Agricultural Holdings which appeared in 
the volume for 1885. Foreign and Colonial Agricultural details 
are also given, The yield of corn and some other crops in Great 
Britain is not stated in these Returns as the harvest estimates of 
the present year are not yet ready for publication, 


4, Weights and Measures. Report by the Board of Trade on 
their Proceedings and Business under the Weights and Measures 
Act, 1878. [9 Sess. 2.] Price 1s. 9d. 


This is the Annual Report under Act of Parliament. 


5, Tramways (Street and Road). Return of Strect and Road 
Tramways authorised by Parliament, showing the amount of

in any of the years referred to was in 1876, when there were 8'1 
per cent, fewer Paupers in receipt of relief than in 1886; the 
highest number so relieved was in 1863, when there were 30 per 
cent. more Paupers than in 1886.”
